PRESS COMMENT ON SERVICE PAY. 


Discussing the announced plan of Congress of cutting 
appropriations, the San Diego (Calif.) Sun approves of 
this plan as a general principle, but objects to the Army 
being the special object of this economy. The Sun edi- 
torial continues: “It would be ridiculous to treat the 
Army altogether as a rat-hole to be stopped up. ‘The 
thing to do is to see the money is spent where it will do 
the most good. Most important about an army are the 
men in it. They should, at least, be decently paid. To- 
day our fighters serve for a pittance, from buck private 
to commander-in-chief. Three dollars a day should be 
the minimum pay for privates, and the keynote of the 
whole Army pay program. After her World War, America 
is alive to the necessity for preparedness. We don’t be- 
lieve the world is absolutely ‘safe for democracy’—yect. 
The American ideal is a strong military establishment 
as representative of our institutions as the constitution. 
‘hey van only mean: Well paid soldiers; service an op- 
portunity, Dot a sacrifice; service attractive to the best 
of our young men. A democratic organization; advance- 
ment from the ranks, with equal opportunity for all; a 
justice system equal to our civil courts, and before which 
the accused private can still eall his soul his own. The 
Army. not to be any longer the football of cheap party 
nulities. A standing Army of at least 500,000; ap ex- 
tensive reserve and training system. Slash all you want 
to, gentlemen! But don’t lose sight of this American 
ideal.” ; 

' “The San Francisco Chrenicle also discusses this mat- 
ter of the reduction of the estimates, but takes this de- 
cided stand in favor of our friends in the Services. It 
says: “In some directions increase of expenditures is 
essential. For example, the pay of our officers in Army 
and Navy was fixed by statute years ago when a dollar 
would buy ever so much more than it will buy now. This 
«does not greatly affect enlisted men, who are fed and 


-elothed by the Government, and are not concerned with 


the high cost of living. But the officers, who must sup- 
port themselves and their families out of their pay and 
who are compelled by convention to maintain a certain 
standard of life, are hit, and hit hard. Experience has 
shown that so long as we contemplate the possibility of 
war we must maintain an excess number of officers to 
ne ready when needed. An effective soldier can be made 
of good material in a few months. It takes years for an 
officer to learn the art of war, and if we do not have 
trained officers the result will be wasteful expenditure 
and unnecessary loss of life. Financial stress is already 
depriving us of the services of the best officers, who are, 
of course, precisely those we need to retain. The. pay 
of officers of the Army and Navy should be promptly 
and adequately increased.” 

Such warmhearted advocacy of the financial needs of 
the Services is very welcome since it shows public opin- 
ion is with the Army and Navy to a stronger degree 
than we can ever recall in a post-war peridi). And a 
particularly gratifying feature of this expression of 
editorial -opinion is that it is continuous and not spo- 
radic, as has so often happened in the past. Another 
editorial view of this subject is shown in « leading 
Texas paper. After dircussing the Crago bill and 
its provisions the San Antonio Evening News, - in 
iis leading editorial in the issue of Dec. ‘'2,. 1919, 


says this bill “is justified by the absence from pending 


appropriation measures for support of the military of 
apy provision for this purpose, 


And it is further abun- 


daaely ‘aatifled an needed by chtinged « economic conidi- 
tions, whereby the officers and others named in the bill 
are unable to ‘live in a manner becoming theirs rank ‘and 
service unless they are lucky enough to have individual 
incomes. When the present law fixing the pay of Army 
and Navy officers was enacted it provided. for reason- 
able, but by no means extravagant, living at prices which 
then prevailed; but as everybody knows, the cost of liv- 
ing has increased, variously, from fifty to 100 per cent. 
since then, and as a result these officers have been sub- 
jected to. severe hardships, so severe’ as to amount to 
actual injustice. No country reasonably can 
expect to mairtain-a high-class Army or Navy if it 
treats niggardly the men engaged in this service, either 
the officers or the enlisted men; and since the United 
States properly aspires to a leading place among the 
pations of the world:in the character of such national 
service, it must deal judiciously with the men who are 
its defenders. They never can have permanent homes, 
but must be subjected to frequent changes; they must go 
from post to post, to the far-off Philippines, or even to 
Germany, enduring hardships and exposed to dangers, 
and always subjected to great expense in Hiving. It is 
the country’s duty to accord them proper support, credit- 
able recognition and appreciation. ‘The Crago bill should 
be enacted early next month.” 

Since Congress represents the people it is not easy for 
us to understand how it ean resist such direct appeals 
from the people as these, They are forceful, direct, and 
without any qualifications whatever. They are a direct 
command from the people to their Representatives in 
Congress to give our officers and men their pay increases.

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STRENGTH OF NATIONAL GUARD. 

‘The strength of the National Guard on Jan. 1, 1920, 
is given below in a statement prepared by the Siatistics 
Branch, G.S., and made public on Jan. 13. Authorized 
strength is based on the appropriation by Congress for 
the fiscal year 1920. Actual strength is that given in 
latest returns from units extended Federal recognition. 
‘There was a loss in the total strength of 383 during the 
month of December. This was due to disbanding the 4th 
Arkansas Infantry (580), and transferring the 4th Min- 
nesota Infantry to field artillery (loss 334). Without 
these changes this month would have shown an increase 
in the Guard of 531. The following states made gains 
during the month: Idaho, Ohio, Virginia, Missouri, New 
York, New Jersey and Wisconsin. The following states 
showed losses during the month: Arkansas (recognition 
withdrawn from one Infantry regiment); Kansas (al- 
lotment increased by one Infantry regiment) ; Minnesota 
(one Infantry regiment converted to Field Artillery) ; 
‘Texas, Maine and District of Columbia (loss in enlisted

ARMY RECRUITING ACTIVITIES. 


A statement of recruiting activities for the week end- 
ing Jan. 17, issued from the office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, shows that there were 978 enlistments for the one- 
year period and 1,295 for the three-year term, making a 
total of 165,992 to date. Of this number 60,338 entered 
the Infantry branch, 18,208 the Cavalry, 17,599 Motor 
Transport Corps, 15,714 Q.M. Corps, 13,690 Medical 
Department and 12,669 Coast Artillery. 

Experiments in “mail order” recruiting have been go- 
ing on for sometime at Fort Sam- Houston. In recent 
tours of enlisting parties operating from this post highly 
colored postcards and other literature were dropped from 
automobiles at every settlement along the various routes. 
Many inquiries have been received as a result. The dif- 
ferent advaniages offered through service in the Army 
were attractively set forth. Wherever a “prospect” is 
located, as a result of a reply to a card, a representative 
of the General Recruiting Service ‘s sent to see him, and 
if eligible he is forwarded to the nearest recruiting office 
for examination. 

As a means of aiding the recruiting campaign through- 
out the country the Army Recruiting Service has issued 
an announcement that. arrangements have been “made 
whereby pupils in all classrooms throughout the country 
wl on Feb: 20 write an essay of not more than four 
hundred words on the subject, “What Are the Benefits 
of ar Enlistment in the Army?’ Each essay will be 
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passed on by a board of teacher judges in each school. 
When the best essay has been selected it will be for- 
waded to the recruiting officer in charge of the district, 
who'in turn will have all the essays in his district judged 
by another board. Finally, the best essay in each re- 
eruiting district, of -vhich there are fifty-six in the United 
States, ‘will be forwarded to Washington, where a na- 
tional board, eonsisting of Secretary of War Baker, 
Gens. John J. Pcrshirg and Peyton ©. March, U.S.A., 
will select three national winners. Announcement of the 
winners is to be made on April 19, and on Muy 5 these 
three children are to be brought te Washington, eecom- 
panied by their parents or guardians, and presented with 
medals by Secretary Baker. The writer of the best 
essay will be given a gold medal, the second best a s‘lver 
medal, and the third a bronze medal. These children will 
also be presented with silver lov ng cups, to become the 
permanent property of the schoo's they represent. In ad- 
dition to the War Department’s offer, however, lecal 
prizes, the announcement says, will be offered in thou- 
sands of states, d'stricts, counties, c‘ties or towns in the 
United States. Cash awards, medals, cups or other. arti- 
cles are to be donated by newspapers, department stores, 
banks, civic and patriotic organizations and ind v:duuls. 
In F! Paso eighteen banks have offered local prizes, and 
prizes have also been promised in Chieago, St, l.on's, 
San Francisco, Minneapolis, Kanass City and other 
cities. 


ARMY STRENGTH UNDER SENATE BILL. 


The Senate Army Reorganization bill (S. 3688) would 
greatly change the relative strength of the various arms, 
according to a study prepared by the Statistics Branch, 
General Staff. The ultimate effect would be to reduce 
the enlisted strength of the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Ar- 
tillery, Signal Corps and Quartermaster Corps, while 
increasing the Air Service, Field Artillery and Medical 
Corps. Compared. with the provisions ef the National 
Defense Act, the enlisted strength after five years un- 
der the Senate bill would stand in per cent. of that 
under the National Defense Act thus: 

Air Service, 475 per cent.; Corps of apignee, 213 
per cent.; Field Artillery, 169 per cent. enansigned, 
135 per cent.; Medical Corps, 119 per Sent. : ; Ordnance 
Department, 100; Signal Corps, 96; Infantry, 733 
Coast Artillery Corps, 70; Quartermaster Corps, +45: 
Cavalry, 41. In other words, Ordnance would stand as 
it does to-day in the National Defense Act, while the 
Signal Corps weuld be cut four per cent; the Infantry 
27 per cent., the Coast Artillery Corps 30 per cent., the 
Quartermaster Corps 55 per cent., and the Cavalry 59 
per cent. Tabuilated, the strength allowance shows the 
appended comparisons :

The services not provided ‘for in the National Defense 
Act—Transportation, Construction, Chemical Warfare, 
Finance, The Adjutant General’s, Inspector General’s and 
Judge Advocate General’s—get a total initial strength 
of 21,200 under the Senate bill, but with these additional 
services the enlisted strength of the Regular Army will 
be 8,990 under the strength allowed in the Nationa] De- 
fense Act five years hence, or nine years after the pas- 
sage of the latter act the Regular Army will have 
shrunk 17,698 men.

REORGANIZING THE CANADIAN MILITIA. 

Positive action has been taken by the Minister of 
Militia of Canada-in the direction of the reorganization 
of the militia of the Dominion. An order has been issued 
by the staff demobilizing the units of the old militia and 
another calling them into being for reorganization, ac- 
cording to a press message from Ottawa. The militia was 
the base of the Canadian army organization, and is te 
remain so.: The Canadian Expeditionary Force, which 
was created for the World War, will cease to exist. The 
permanent force, regulars, will be placed on a peace foot- 
ing, with due regard to seniority and to war service. The 
actual militia will be kept at a strength of 100,000, the 
permanent force at about 7,500, and the Canadiam 
Mounted Police at 2,500. The annual cost of maintain 
ing this force is estimated at $20,000,000.

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NAVY HONORS AWARDS HEARINGS. 
i AWAEBDS BY THE SECRETARY, 
Secretary Daniels Sends List He Initiated, 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels made public on Jan. 27 
a letter to Chairman Hale of the Senate sub-committee 
investigating Navy awards, transmitting the tabulation 
of the officers who were awarded a medal by the Secre- 
tary’s direction without action of the board. The letter 
gays: “In addition to about 150 enlisted men which my 
investigations showed deserved the award of the D.S.M. 
or Navy Cross, I found that there were a number of offi- 
cers whose performance of duty in certain circumstances 
merited recognition, though they had been overlooked. 
There are undoubtedly still some others whose deeds 
have not yet been reported, and they will be later given 
suitable awards, 

“There also were the officers of the Minesweeping 
Force, who returned from the North Sea after the Board 
of Awards had adjourned, and in many instances the 
wervices of these officers deserved the award of a medal 
or Navy Cross. I ordered them placed on the list.’

Awards to Enlisted Men. 


Secretary Daniels also sent to Chairman Hale, on 
Jan. 26, a list of awards made to enlisted men by the 
Secretary, without reference to the Knight board. It 
consists of twelve awards of the Distinguished Service 
Medal, the only instances, Mr. Daniels explained, of such 
awards to enlisted men, ahd 144 awards of the Navy 
Cross. 

Secretary Daniels, in his letter, said that when the re- 
port of the Board of Awards reached him, he noticed 
“that out of a half million men in the Naval Service 
during the war, only about 118 enlisted men had been 
recommended for the Navy Cross, and none kad been 
recommended for the D.S.M. “I knew,” Mr, Daniels con- 
tinued, “that there were reports of brave and heroic ac- 
tion by many enlisted men, as well as many officers. I 
directed a study of these reports be made and, as a result 
of this partial study, directed that D.S.M. and Navy 
Crosses be awarded. Many men whose deeds are yet un- 
reported will be rewarded. No final action would be just 
without the information and recommendations requested 
from all officers and men in the Service.” : 

Citations accompanying the list of awards transmitted 
show that the medals have been awarded not only to men 
on ships in the war zone, but also to several members of 
the Naval Hospital Unit which served with the Marine 
Brigade in France. 3 a 

One award is to Joseph B. McCrisaken, pharmacist’s 
mate on gunboat Marietta, who stuck to his post in 
sick bay during the influenza epidemic in 1918 until he 
succumbed to the disease himself; another to Osmond K. 
Ingram, gunner’s mate aboard destroyer Cassin, who was 
blown to pieces while trying to dispose of depth charges 
when the vessel was struck by an enemy torpedo. - 

Another posthumous award was to John Y. Mailon, 
seaman, who remained on duty as signalman on watch 
on the bridge of the trawler Bulkley, sunk by a mine, 
and went down with the ship. Gunnery Sergt. Amil 
Wiman, Marine Corps, observer in the Marine aviation 
force, France, also received a medal for making four 
flights over a party of besieged French troops at low 
altitude and under heavy fire to drop food packages to 
them, and also for attacking twelve enemy scout planes, 
shooting down one and himself being finally brought 
down in the Belgian front line trenches. P 

Awards of crosses were made for a great variety of 
exceptional services, many of them to members of the 
armed guard detachments on merchant craft attacked by 
enemy submarines.

ADMIRAL KNIGHT READS AWARDS BOARD REPORT, 


“The Board of Awards has every confidence that upon 
the completion of its present duties, of determining the 
final list of awards, there will result a clearing of the 
present mixed atmosphere,” said Rear Admiral Austin 
M. Knight, U.S.N., president of the board, following his 
testimony on Jan. 23 before the sub-committee of the 
Senate Naval Committee that is investigating the Navy 
medal awards. “The board does not wish to become en- 
tangled on any side in this controversy. Our sole pur- 
pose is to serve the Navy. I have no patience with the 
press when it decides to print only certain phases of the 
investigation, nor do I wish the press to tamper with the 
board’s report,” concluded the Admiral. 

Rear Adniral Knight, with Rear Admirals De Witt 
Coffman and Charlies J. Badger, U.S.N., all members of 
the Board of Awards, appeared at the session on Jan, 
28, Before submitting the board’s report to the sub 
committee Admiral Knight declared that he had not 
“sought any further instructions from the Secretary of 
the Navy other than to follow the medal statute, which 
was perfectly clear.” This was the Admiral’s reply to 
Chairman Hale, who desired to know had further instrue- 
tions on the board’s policy been requested from Mr.

Bas‘s of Board’s R dations 


Following is a brief summary of the proceedings of 
board, with the reasons for action taken ie certain Sosee, 4 
arriving at its recommendations, the board took as a basis 
those sections (1, 2, 3 and 7) of the act of Congress approved”

These points the board had constantly in mind and ad- 
hered to as consistently as possible. Referring to the section 
which requires a definite recommendation, it is not to be 
supposed that the recommendations before the board covered 
all cases of heroic, distinguished and meritorious service 
which occurred during the war; but they constituted the only 
source of information available. To have taken up cases not 
brought to attention in the manner prescribed by law would 
have involved the board in a hopeless maze of difficulties, 
delays and inconsistencies. ; 


Value of the Navy Cross. 


One of the most unfortunate results of the controversy 
over the awards, the report says, is a tendency to regard the 
Cross as an award of little valueg To correct this ‘‘en 
false and very mischievous tendency,'' the fact is emphasiz 
that the Cross is the only award provided by Congress 
heroism, however great, not in conflict with the enemy, or 
for heroism, whether in conflict with the enemy or not if 
less in degree than that which would justify the award of 
the Medal of Honor. It is also the only one provided for 
distinguished service not in a position of great responsibility,~ 
Among cases where the Cross has been recommended were 
many for heroism not in conflict with the enemy not inferior 
to the most conspicuous of those for which the Medal was 
awarded, and differing only in that they did not involve 
actual conflict. Many would have merited and received the 
old Medal of Honor (authorized March 3, 1915), which ht 
be given for extraordinary heroism, whether in conflict bh 
the enemy or not. ; ~ 

An interesting case in point is that of Lieut. (j.g.) John 
©. Foster, U.S.N.R.F., cited for extraordina heroism on 
July 24, 1918, as observer in an airplane raid for Seueing 
enemy coast near Bruges, Belgium. This machine 
and Lieutenant Foster was severely inj The machine 
took fire, and it was known that the bombs were certain te 
explode. In spite of this imminent danger, Lieutenant Foster 
undertook to rescue the pilot, pinned under the wreckage, and 
succeeded in removing him to @ distance of about forty 
yards, when all of the bombs blew up. This is noted as ‘one 
of the most notable cases of extraordinary heroism, for which 
the board would have been glad to recommend the Medal of 
Honor, not permissible because the act was not performed in 
conflict with the enemy. Nor was the D.S.M. permissible; or

Still further emphasizing the value of the Cross, it is one 
of only three medals provided for members of an organiza- 
tion of approximately 385,000 officers and 650,000 enlis 
men in a war which continued for a year and a half; 
only about one-fourth of one per cent. of officers and men 
were recommended for these medals by the board. It is 
hoped that a realization of these facts will restore to the 
Navy Cross in the estimation of the Service and the coun 
the dignity and desirabtlity that should be associated with il 
The Cross is the natural award for officers who, by reason of 
their rank, did not occupy positions of the greatest respon- 
sibility. It is true, the report adds, that an officer of 
rank in a position of great responsibility must usually depend 
upon subordinates for the success of his administration; buf 
this does not and cannot shift the responsibility. ® 
sound military maxim that responsibility lodges where pra’ 
or blame will lodge for success or failure; and the fact that 
a flag officer afloat (for example) feels keenly and generously 
his dependence upon the officers who shared his work, does 
not justify the claim that they do, or can, share equally with 
himself in responsibility for the work, 


Awards Provided Fall Short of Requirements. 


The board early became convinced that the medals pro- 
vided by Congress, when considered in connection with the 
narrow and very definite limits prescribed by law, fell far 
short of providing for recognition of all acts clearly deserving 
recognition. The board accordingly addressed to the Bureau 
of Navigation a letter stating that among reports thus far 
examined were many cases which, while falling short of the 
requirements established, appeared to the board to deserve 
some form of official recognition. In most of these cases 
the board considered that a letter of commendation by the 
Secretary of the Navy and made a part of the record of the 
officers or men concerned would constitute a fitting recogni- 
tion. Letters of commendation had been given during the. 
war and it becomes necessary to mark the distinction be- 
tween those issued upon the recommendation of the Board of 
Awards and those issued without such recommendation. I¢ 
was suggested that letters might contain a clause stating that 
they are based upon recommendation by Be board, thus link- 
ing them up with the Congressional Medals and indicating 
that they are, like the medals, the result of mature post-war 
consideration. _ = ‘ 

Recommendations before the board, especially those senior 
officers, indicated that in many cases what was desired was 
merely recognition of the fact that a certain type of service 
was performed. The board was entirely in sympathy with 
this desire, and recommended, in its letter to the bureau, that 
a general medal or badge be adopted for service in the war 
and that special medals or badges be adopted for such special 
types of service in the war zone as convoy service, destroyer 
and sub-chaser service, submarine service, battleship ser- 
vice, etc. 

Acting upon the letter, the department issued G.O. 482, 
providing for a Victory Medal, with clasps for different 
classes of service; also for a Special Letter of Commendation 
to be based upon recommendation of the board. This very 
greatly extended the field for the board and also made it 
possible to refrain from awarding the Congressional medal 
in cases where the act approached, but did not fully comply 
with, requirements of the law, but were still clearly deserving 
ef recognition.

Board’s Function Not Merely to Register Approval. 


While due weight was given to recommendations received 
rd did not interpret its instructions as requiring ac- 
ceptance of any recommendation not, in its judgment, ade- 
quately supported by the evidence adduced. The board. did 
not consider that it had been assembled merely to record 
anew a verdict already rendered. When the question is 
asked why the board failed to recommend an award recom- 
mended by the original reporting officer, the reply is that 
the board after very careful consideration did not consider 
the original recommendation as justified by the facts cited. 
Had the board contented itself with merely registering ap- 
Pproval of recommendations the result would have been‘a 
se of extraordinary inconsistencies and anomalies. 11 
members of the staff of one flag officer would have had the 
D.S.M.; those of another the Navy Cross; and those of still 
another, nothing at all. The commanders of battleships in 
one squadron would have kad the D.S.M., and those of 
another squadron nothing. One duty of the board was to 
co-ordinate awards for similar duties throughout the Navy. 
In cases where it appears that even the relative merit of 
various officers of a group was disregarded by the board, tle 
fact may have been either that no helpful distinction was 
made by the reporting officer or that certain officers of the 
group received special recognition for service rendered in 
some other duty. 


Question of a@ Gencral Policy in Awards. 


As to the question of policy, it was at first hoped that a 
general policy could be framed by the board under which its 
work might be systematized and simplified. It soon became 
apparent that the matters te be acted upon covered far too 
wide a field to be treated by any rule or set of rules justi- 
fying the name of a policy. The board was obliged theref.re 
to fall back upon the provisions of the law and content itself 
with applying these as best it might to each individual case, 
er to groups of cases in which the services performed were 
identical; as, for example, in the following: 

Groups recommended for D.S.M.: Flag officers (including 
bureau chiefs); their chiefs of staff; commanders of battle- 
ships in war zone; of battleships in home waters; of mine 
Jayers in war zone. 

Groups recommended for Navy Cross: Commanders of de- 
stroyers operating in the war sone for two months or more; 
of submarines, of sub-chasers, of cruisers, yachts and other 
escort craft, operating in the war zone; commanders of trans- 
ports, who made two or more round trips through the war 
zone; aviators reported as having taken active part in of- 
fensive. operations over enemy's lines; aids on staff of flag 

cers. 

Referring to the differences between the awards recom- 
mended by the board and the list published in the annual 
report of the Secretary of the Navy, the beard notes that as 
the Secretary has given his reasons for rejecting certain 
recommendations, it appears desirable to state the views of 
the board; not in a spirit of controversy but solely for the 
same of clearing up a situation very generally misun- 
erstood. 


The Secretary in his letter of Jan. 3 placed much emphasis 
upon the following points: (a) Service in the war zone as 
eontrasted with service elsewhere. (b) Service at sea as 
contrasted with service on shore. (c) Contact with the 
enemy, especiadly where a ship has been destrpgyed or seri- 
oulsy demaged by the enemy and where the duct of the 
commanding officer in the resulting emergency has been 
meritorious. 


Where Board and Secretary Differed. 


As to (a), the board believes the awards it recommended 
are sufficient evidence that it was fully impressed by the 
importance of service in the war zone. The difference be- 
tween the Secretary and the board is that the board was 
impressed also by the importance of certain other kinds of 
service, both afloat and ashore, which were regarded as fully 
meeting requirement of ‘‘exceptionally meritorious service in 
a duty of great responsibility.’ A case in point is that of 
commanding officers of battleships in home waters. While 
recognizing this service as less conspicuously meritorious than 
that in the North Sea, it was, and is, considered by the board 
to come well within the limits prescribed for the D.S.M. The 
report says: 

**Just as the British Grand Fleet performed its mission 
for four years, with the exception of a few days of actual 
conflict, by being merely ready to fight, so the Atlantic 
Fleet, whether in Chesapeake Bay or elsewhere, was guarding 
our coasts by being equally ready to fight. Nor is it con- 
ceded that, manned as they were by officers and men trained 
to the minute, they were of little fighting value. The ships 
which were hurriedly dispatehed to the North Sea were not 
notably superior to many that were left behind; vet they are 
understood to have shown no inferiority to the British ships 
with which they were associated. Had the German fleet or 
art of it escaped into the open sea, the importance of 


any 
the battleships held in our home ports would have been 
speedily manifested. 

**Moreover, the work involyed in the training of some 


35,000 men for the rapidly expanding and widely varying 
demands of the war ¢a-the sea was a work of very great 
value and a contributiun of the highest importance to every 
phase of activity in the waters of the war zone.’’ 

The board fully recognizes the important distinction be- 
tween service at sea and service on shore, and believes the 
law might not unwisely have made a distinction by providing 
different types of award. Congress, however, clearly indi- 
cated an intent to measure service rather by its importance 
as a contribution to the winning of the war than by the 
hardships and dangers which it entailed. Measured by this 
standard, many types of administrative service on shore 
measure up with more dramatic types of service afloat and 
can hardly be denied the recognition which Congress mani- 
festiy intended, 

While ready to accept fully such criticism as may justly 
result from this interpretation of the law, the board desires 
to emphasize the fact that figures and percentages in the 
Secretary's letter of Dee. 19 to Senator Page are based 
solely upon the board's first report of Sept. 23. The letter 
might well convey the impression that they represent the 


attitude of the board as seen in its completed work. In its sec- 
ond report (Oct. 19) the board stated that most important pa- 
pers had been received within the last few weeks. The volumi- 
nous report of the London Board, 949 typewritten pages and 


covering approximately ninety per cent. of officers engaged in 
the war zone, was not received until early in September, after 
the board had been in session for six months. Probably seventy- 
five per cent. of cases of other officers afloat had been received 
even more recently. An entirely different story will be found 
in the complete report of the board, with its recognition of 


large groups of oflicers at sea and chiefly in the war zone, in- 
cluding commanders of batUeships, mine layers, mine aweepers, 
destroyers, submarines, submarine chasers, transports, @ruisers, 


ete. The board recommended every one of the i 
officers of battleships im the war zone fer a D.S.M., whereas 
the Seeretary gave the D.S.M. te five of these, and the Cross te 
the remaining six. 

board is unable to accept the view that mere contact 
with the enemy constitutes in itself a claim to recogaition even 
when followed by meritorious service, unless such serviee is in 
some measure connected with operations, offensive or defensive, 


directed against the enemy. It is not, as stated by the Secre- 
tary, “those who have felt the blow of the enemy,” but those 
whose blows the enemy has felt, who should be honored by 
awards. 


As to Award Where Ship Is Lost. 


The case of a ship destroyed by an enemy against which she 
had no opportunity to fire a shot is, in the opinion of the board, 
widely different from the cases of Lawrence and Perry, cited by 
the Secretary of the Navy in his letter of Jan. 3 to Senator 
Page. Lawrence owes his fame not to his conduct after the 
loss of his ship (when he was helpless and dying), but to the 
heroic spirit manifested throughout the engagement—a spirit 
which did not falter even when he had fallen fatally wounded. 
It was before, not after, the loss of his ship that he uttered the 
words which have made his name immortal and which are 
quoted by the Secretary as establishing a precedent for his 
action in certain cases. Perry is remembered in history not for 
bis gallantry in leaving the wreck of the Lawrence under fire, 
but for the indomitable spirit in which he resumed the fight on 
the Niagara and the skill and daring with which he led his 
almost defeated fleet to victory. 

It is true that the board recommended awards for several of 
the officers referred to by the Secretary as commanders of ships 
which were either lest or seriously damaged by enemy subma- 
rines or mines. But in each case there was & speciai reason. 
Commander Vernou of the Cassin, Captain Dismukes of the 
Mount Vernon, Captain Chase of the Minnesota, and Captain 
Graham of the Finland, saved their ships by excellent seaman- 
ship and discipline after the ships were disabled. The award 
recommended for Captain Christy was based not alone upon his 
conduct in connection with the sinking of the San Diego, but 
for his later service in command of the Wyoming. Commander 
Conn was recommended only for the Navy Cross, under the gen- 
eral citation of destroyer commanders. The board gave him no 
award in connection with the loss of the Ajcedo. As regards 
Commander Satterlee of the Tampa, no information was avail- 
able cevering the incidents connected with the loss of the Tampa. 
The board had no record of any recommendation for Com- 
mander Ghent of the Antilles. 

Commander Bagley, the board adds, was not recommended by 
his naval superior for anything connected with the sinking of 
the Jacob Jones. He was recommended for a Navy Cross for 
good seamanship displayed in taking off the crew and passen- 
gers of the torpedoed British steamer Orama, and was included 
by the board in the general list of destroyer commanders rec- 
ommended for the Cross. Commander Foote’s case is the only 
one in which the board recommended the award of a D.S.M. 
for circumstances connected with the actual loss of a ship, and 
this was based chiefly upon recommendation of the commander 
of the Cruiser and Transport Force, supported by a confirming 
recommendation by the Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic 
the award was based chiefly upon recominendation of the com- 
mander of the Cruiser and Transport Force, supported by a 
contirming recommendation by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet. 

Staffs of Flag Officers. 

Referring to officers on the staffs of flag officers, as has 
already been indicated, the general rule adopted by the board 
was to give to the chief of staff the same award given to the 
flag officer himseli—a D.S.M.—and the Navy Cross to all other 
officers on the staff, except in special cases where exceptional 
circumstances were brought to the attention of the board. This 
rule was based upon the opinion held by the board, as already 
explained, that while all officers on the staff of a flag officer 
might have shared, and in most cases doubtless did share, 
loyally and helpfully in the work accomplished, they did not 
share equally with the flag officer himself, in the responsibility 
involved. While the same was true of the chief of staff, it 
was true to a less degree—the relations of a chief of staff to 
the flag officer with whom he works being peculiarly close, and 
his duties under the Regulations involving individual responsi- 
bility of great importance. It is interesting to note that the 
same rule was adopted by the Commander-in-Chief of the At- 
lantic Fleet without knowledge of the rule adopted by the board, 
in rec ling bers of his staff, except that he recom- 
mended even his chief of staff only for a Navy Cross. The 
board raised this to a D.S.M., as in the cases of other chiefs 
of sta 


Secretary Rejected Marine Corps Recommendations. 


As to awards for the Marine Corps, the precept under which 
the board was acting included this clause: “2. The board will 
consider the cases of only such members of the Marine Corps 
as were not detached for service with the Army.’’ When rec- 
ommendations of the commandant of the Marine Corps were 
received it was found he had refrained from including any of 
the members of the corps detached to serve with the Army, and 
that his recommendations on the whole were moderate and well 
supported by the facts cited. In the main, these recommenda- 
tions were adopted by the board, except that in some cases 
where the D.S.M. was recommended for heroism the board sub- 
stituted the Cross, in accordance with its general rule, already 


explained. 
A comparison of the board's recommendations with the list 


of awards announced by the Secretary of the Navy indicates, 
the report of the Board of Awards concludes, that except in a 
few cases the recommendations of the board, based upon those 
of the commandant, have been rejected by the Secretary and a 
list substituted which appears to be that of officers and men of 
the Marine Corps who served as a part of the Army and who 
have already received from the Army the decoration which the 
Secretary of the Navy has now duplicated. 

Admiral Knight was next questioned by members of 
the committee. He was not in favor of changing the 
present medal statute at this time, because “it was too 
late to do so.” As the Navy Cross is given for two dis- 
tinct honors, one for heroism and the other for merito- 
rious service, he believed this should be indicated. The 
Board of Awards had under consideration the advisa- 
bility of placing the word “valor” on the clasp of the 
Navy Cross when the award is made for heroism, and 
the word “merit”? when the cross is awarded for merito- 
rious service. He believed that. practically all com- 
manders and chiefs of staff had positions of great re- 
sponsibility and therefore were entitled to the D.S.M. 
Mr. Newberry asked: “Did you change Admiral Sims’s 
relative order of merit, Admiral?’ Admiral Knight re- 
plied: “I do not know how we could have, for we had 
received no indicated order of merit. The reports we had 
from Admiral Sims, as you See by his papers, show that 
we had no order of merit from the Admiral. Perhaps 
his latest papers, which came too late but now have ar- 
rived, will show his order of merit. I do not know if 
Admiral Sims had been aware of this.” 


Admirals Coffman and Badger Heard. 


Rear Admiral Coffman said that he was second in 
command of the Atlantic Fleet during the war, with 
rank of vice admiral. Only three of the eleven officers 
he had recommended for honors received awards, said the 
Admiral. Mr. Hale asked whether the medal awards 
would not have a disastrous effect on the Navy’s morale, 
and the Admiral replied: “I do not believe that the 
award of medals, one way or the other, will have any 
injurious effect on the Navy’s sound morale.” 

Rear Admiral Badger, who during the war was a 
member, and still is, of the Navy General Board, ‘said 
that he had nothing to say concerning the medal awards, 
but made a short statement on Navy morale. He said: 
“Where a large number of cases are recommended for 
medals there is bound to be some dissatisfaction. With 
Admiral Coffman, I, too, bold that the loyalty and good 
sense of officers and men in the Sefvice will take 








over medal distribution.”

NAVY PERSONNEL LEGISLATION PROPOSED. 
Admiral Washingion Favors “Plucking Board.” 


Rear Adimal Thomas Washington, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation. was heard on Jan. 26 by the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs as to proposed per- 
sonnel legislation for the Navy. During the hearing the 
Admiral declared himself to be in favor of the rein- 
statement of the “Plucking Board” in order that officers 
who fail of selection for promotion by two or more 
boards of selection may be retired. Admiral Washing- 
ton stated that the present system, while it afforded 
promotion to a large number of officers, fails to retire 
those who are unable to meet the requirements for a 
higher grade. “Consequently these officers are held on 
the Navy Register year after year,” said the Admiral, 
“and they are embarrassed as well as is the Service. 
Their reeords may contain no flaw, but board after board 
annually promotes’ younger men above them. In turn 
these unsuccessful officers hold grievances, and these 
grievances are bound to have an effect on the Navy. It 
would be better to retire these men and a ‘plucking 
board’ would fit the case admirably.” 

Representative Vadgett stated that he had fought on 
the floor of the House to keep the “Plucking Board” 
and that he would like to see it re-established. _ Repre- 
sentative Kelley was of the opinion that, owing to the 
shortage of officers, the present system would remain in 
vogue—at least for this year. 

Concerning the question of having drills for the 250,- 





000 Reservists at their places of residence, Admiral 
Washington said that Governors of thirty-six states 
had been written to, asking for the use of the state 
armories. Some favorable replies have been received, 
but it will be necessary for the Navy to pay for heat, 
light and janitor service on drill nights. Since some 
states are without armories, Admiral Washington 
thought it would be advisable to engage private halls in 
order to hold the drills. 

Admiral Washington asked the committee to restore 


a certain piece of legislation which had been in use sev- 
eral years ago, namely, that the “Secretary of the Navy 
hereafter, in his discretion, establish such new ratings 
in the Service as he finds necessary from time to time.” 
The Admiral desired to have this provision attached to 
the Kelley pay bill. The measure is necessary. according 
to the Admiral, so as to provide for the proper ratings 
and pay of the enl‘sted personnel in aviation, and also for 
the special duty men engaged with torpedoboat maneu- 
vers. 
Proposed Personnel Bill. 


Admiral Washington submitted the draft of a bil! rel- 
ative to personnel with his explanation of each section. 
The substance of the bill and explanation follows: 

See. 1. Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to employ on 
active duty with their own consent members of Naval Reserve 
Force in enlisted ratings; number so employed shall not ex- 
ceed during any fiscal year the average of 26,954 men; shall 
serve on active duty for not less than twelve but not exceeding 
eighteen months. That the average number ef commissioned 
officers of the line, permanent, temporary and reserves =~ active 
duty, shall not exceed 4 per cent. of total authorized eniisted 
strength of the Regular Navy and members of Reserve Force 
in enlisted ratings on active duty; number of staff officers 
shall be in same proportions as authorized by existing law. 
Shall not be construed as a ing permanent commissioned 
= enlisted strength of Regular Navy as authorized by existing 
aw. 

This section, the explanation states, authorizes empleyment 
for training purposes of 26,954 reserves, in addition to perma- 
nent Navy of 143,046. It provides for 4 per cent., namely, 
6,800, as officers of line, with corresponding numbers in all 
Staff Corps. The number of officers allowed is, therefore, 6,800 
officers of the line—reserve, temporaries and permanent com- 
bined. If this becomes law, the allowed permanent strength 
in officers—5,499—will be met by a combined permanent and 
temporary strength equal to but not exceeding 5,499 officers. 
The remainder or the difference between 5,499 and 6,800, 
namely, 1,301, will be reserve officers who will be utilized for 
training primarily. But within this number there will be a 
number of officers—386—for the manning of vessels of the 
train, supply vessels and colliers, and also members of the 
Naval Reserve Flying Corps not exceeding 500 who will be 
given an opportunity to transfer to the line under the terms 
of succeeding legislation. 

See. 2. That officers holding temporary commissioned and 
warrant ranks in Navy, and members of Naval Reserve Force 
of commissioned and warrant ranks, shall be eligible for trans- 
fer to and appointment in the permanent grades or ranks in 
the Navy for which feund qualified not above that held by 
them on the date of transfer, but not to exceed a total of 1,200 
commissioned officers in the line, including 500 appointed from 
Naval Flying Corps, with proportionate number in all Staff 
Corps, as now authorized, except that medical corps shall 
be entitled to such additional numbers as necessary to make 
up full quota of officers in that corps as now authorized. 
Officers so appointed shall take rank in accordance with their 
recedence while holding temporary rank, and members of 

aval Reserve Force of commissioned and warrant ranks so 
appointed in the permanent Navy shall take such precedence 
therein as Secretary of the Navy may determine. 

This section provides for immediate transfer to permanent 
Navy of 700 commissioned officers of the line from reserve 
and temporary sources, and for transfer under terms of suc 
ceeding legislation of 500 from the Naval Reserve Flying Corps 
within a period of three years. 

Sec. 3. That in addition to number of transfers and appoint- 
ments hereinbefore allowed, commissioned warrant officers of 
more than fifteen years’ service since date of warrant or date 
of first appointment as paymaster’s clerk or mate, who have 
creditably served in war with Germany in temporary commis- 
sioned ranks or grades in Regular Navy, may be appointed to 
a permanent rank or grade for which qualified not above tempo- 
rary rank or grade held at time of transfer, and shall take rank 
therein in accordance with their precedence while in the tempo- 
rary Navy. No transfers or appointments made in accordance 
with this act shall be to a higher grade or rank than lieutenant 
in the Navy. 

This section provides for 236 warrant officers to be taken 
into the permanent service. 

Sec. 4. That officers appointed under any of foregoing pro- 
visions shall be not more than 35 years when so appointed 
to the line, Construction Corps, Civil Engineering Corps, or 
Sapply Corps; and not more than 38 years to Corps of Chap- 
lains, or 40 years to Medical or Dental Corps. Said age limits 
shall be increased in cases of officers who have rendered prior 
service as mates or as warrant or commissioned officers in 
Naval Service to the extent of such prior service. That officers 
of the line appointed thereto from sourees other than Naval 
Academy shall not be ineligible’ for promotion by reason of age 
as prescribed by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, until they have 
rendered 10 years’ service in grade of lieutenant commander, 
6 years in grade of commander, or 8 years in grade of captain, 
respectively, upon completion of which service such officers, if 
then ineligible for promotion by reason of age, shall be retired 
in accordance with said act. That until June 30. 1923. promo- 
tions to lieutenant (junior grade) and lieutenant may be made 
without regard to length of service. That until June 30, 1923, 
officers of permanent Navy who have served satisfactorily dur- 
ing war with Germany in a temporary grade or rank shall be 
eligible under existing law for selection for promotion or for 

jon to same permanent grade or rank without regard te 
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Statuiory requireitents other than age and professional and 
physical examinat.on. 

This section arranges details of taking in these officers into 
the permanent Service, waiving service in grade in grades of 
ensi and junior lieutenant which is necessary for execution 
of t act, and, in the last proviso, extends the field of the 
Board of Selection. 

Sec. 5. That hereafter Secretary of Navy may employ on 
active duty with their own consent members of Naval Reserve 
Force +." commissioned and warrant ranks and midshipmen, 
the number so employed at any one time not to exceed 400 
midst:pmen and 500 commissioned officers, together with such 
numbers of warrant and commissioned warrant rank as Secre- 
tary may deem necessary. That the 500 commissioned officers 
herein authorized may be employed on active duty for a period 
not exceeding three years from the date of passage of this 
act. 

This section provides for the retention on active duty of 500 
commissioued offeers of Naval Reserve Flying Corps for a 
period not exceeding three years, during which time they will 
be given an opportunity to qualify themselves for the permanent 
service. It also provides for continuous training on a yearly 
output of 100 reserve officers for flying duty who, after this 
training, will be immediately returned to inactive duty. 


The result of the application of the preceding five sections, 
if they become law, wiil be as follows: 
It is estimated that there will be in the permanent Navy 


from Naval Academy, sources, on July 1, 1920, 3,100 officers; 
if this legisiation becomes a law, in tim» it will be possible to 
commission permanently in the Service 700 officers from reserve 
sources other than fl_img corps and from temporary sources; 
and from chief warrant officers 236 officers in permanent Navy. 
The difference between 4,036 and the allowed permanent 
strength—5,499—will he made up of temporary officers re- 
tained, whose com.nissions will be revoked after the permanent 
officers are added to the Service from the Naval Academy and 
from the 500 members of the Naval Reserve Fiying Corps who 
must qualify within three years. The difference between 5,499 
and 6,800, the number of officers requested in Section 1, will 
be reserve officers who will include the 500 naval aviators re- 
taimd for three years, 386 officers of the old Naval Auxiliary 
Service employed on vessels of the train, and the remainder 
resasve officers under training.

The letter, it is said, suggested that the committee ask 
Secretary Daniels to submit a detailed report as to the 
condition of the Navy when war was declared. Also 
that this report show the extent of the Navy's prepared- 
ness for war and what ships were in commission, to- 
gether with their condition and location on April 6, 1917. 
The letter was submitted to Senator Hale, chairman of 
the Senate sub-committee, who returned it to Senator 
l’age for consideration by the full committee. Senator 
Page said that he would give the Admiral’s request “ma- 
ture consideration.”

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ATTACK ON ADMIRAL SIMS IN HOUSE. 
Made-by South Carolina Representative. 

Representative James F. Byrnes, of South Carolina, 
made a long and bitter attack on Rear Admiral W. S. 
Sims, U.S.N., in the House on Jan. 27 in connection 
with the statements made by the Admir:l in the course 
of his communication to the Navy Department entitled 
“Certain Naval Lessons of the Great War.” Mr. Byrnes 
said that if Admiral Sims was admonished by a superior 
officer “‘not to let England pull the wool over his eyes,” 
then “Sims is violating confidential instructions and de- 
serves condemnation of every American and a dishonor- 
able discharge from the Navy.” Following are other ex- 
tracts from Mr. Byrnes’s remarks: 

“Admiral Sims wrote a book on the war. Read that 
book, and you will clearly see that the Admiral has con- 
vinced himself that he, and he alone, won the war. 

“While the men of the Navy, many of whom had 
braved the perils of the sea, were praising it, Admiral 
Sims, who faced nothing more deadly than the dining 
tables of London, began on Dec. 17 the greatest battle 
of his career—the Battle of the Medals. He declared 
that the duties of the men at sea must always be sec- 
ondary in importance to the service of those ashore whe 
direct the operations. It was not surprising that Ad- 
miral Sims did not accept a medal from the Navy De- 
partment. Having been decorated by the British Ad- 
miralty, no decoration of the United States Government 
could have any attraction for this distinguished Admiral, 
who long since justly won the title of ‘the best British 
admiral in the American Navy.’ 

“Sims was born in Canada under the British flag and 
seems unable to get over it. 

“Sims not only belittled the achievements of the Navy 
of the U.S., but slandered the Army. I charge that he 
made false statements as to both. Sims was so busy 
fighting the war over the dining tables of London that 
he did not know how many ships he had under his com- 
mand, or else, knowing the facts, he wilfully misrepre- 
sented them in order to pay tribute to the British navy 
and belittle the work of the Americans. 

“While in Paris on Oct. 30, 1918, Admiral Sims told 
Representatives Glass of Virginia, Whaley of South Caro- 
lina and me that the armistice asked for by the en- 
emy would have to be granted because of the failure of 
Pershing to break through the German ranks, due to the 
disastrous breakdown in transportation behind the Amer- 
ican lines. With pathos in his voice he pictured this 
failure of the Army at a critical moment. We visited 
the headquarters of the Service of Supplies and found 
that only a few days previous Pershing had written the 
S.O.S., congratulating them upon their wonderful work 
in supplying the forces in the field. His statement was 
false and for his inexcusable slander he must answer to 
the American doughboy. 

“He not only libeled the Army, but he deprecated the 
work of the Navy. The London Times of Oct. 11, 1918, 
quoted Sims as having stated the day previous at a 
luncheon at tke Criterion Restaurant that: ‘Another 
idea was sometimes in the American mind, that the 
American Navy had been doing the bulk of the business 
over here, at least a half. That was not correct. There 
were about 5,000 anti-submarine craft operating day 
and night, and the American craft number 160, or three 
per cent. The figures were about the same in the Medi- 
terranean. Again Americans seemed to regard it as a 
miracle of their Navy that they had got a million and a 
half troops here in a few months and had protected them 
on the way. We didn’t do that,’ said Admiral Sims. 
‘Great Britain did. She brought over two-thirds of 
them and escorted one-half. We escorted only one-third 
of the merchant vessels that come here.’ 

“This same speech he made day after day. He made 
it to us in Paris and again when we saw him in London. 
It was false from beginning to end. Records of his of- 
fice show that instead of there being 5,000 anti-subma- 
rine craft engaged there were not more than 2,000 that 
could properly be so described. He counted every Eng- 
lish bottom afloat in order to decrease the percentage of 
American craft. Instead of our having only 160 vessels 
he had under his command on that day 323 vessels and 
on Novy. 11 there were in foreign waters 373 United 
States vessels, 262 of them being engaged in submarine 
operations. 

“His statement that we had transported only one-third 
of our troops was false. Department records show that 
we transported 46.25 per cent. of our troops in United 
States vessels. His statement that we had escorted but 
one-half of our troops was equally false. Records of 
Sims’s office show that we escorted 82.75 per cent. of 
the American troops. His statement that ‘we escorted 
only one-third of the merchant vessels that come here’ is 
false. The records show that we provided forty-five 
per cent. of the ocean escort vessels. 

“Sims says that he was admonished at the Nevy De- 
partment not to let the English pull the wool over his 
eyes. ‘It is none of our business pulling their chestnuts 
out of the fire. We would just as soon fight Great 
Britain as Germany.’ Daniels emphatically declares he 
did not tell him this. If no one told him, then Sims's 
statement is deliberately false. If a superior officer did 
so admonish him, then Sims is violating confidential in- 
structions and deserves the condemnation of every Amer- 
ican and a dishonorable discharge from the Navy. 

“While Pershing was fighting for an independent 
army co-operating with our Allies, Sims was urging that 
all our naval activities be directed by the British Ad- 
miralty.

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NATIONAL GUARD SECTION OF SENATE BILL 


To THE Epircg oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

As an association that has assisted in the drafting of 
the Senate Army Reorganization bill (S. 3792) we ask 
the courtesy of your columns to comment on the edi- 
torial in your number of Jan. 24, entitled “Ignoring the 
National Defense Act.’ The memorandum there re- 
ferred to (signed by Howard Thayer Kingsbury, of 
counsel to the Military Committee of the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association) makes clear that-heretofere the 
National Guard has been treated as part of the organ- 
ized militia and that our National Guard legislation, in- 
cluding the National Defense Act, has been enacted under 
the constitutional power granted to the Federal Govern- 
ment to organize the Militia. 

Under the Constitution the Militia ean be called into 
Federal serviee for three purposes only, “to execute the 
laws of the Union, suppress insurrection, and repel in- 
vasions.” The Attorney General has ld that the 
Militia cannot lawfully be sent outside the United States, 
The National Defense act imposes upon the National 
Guard obligations which cannot constitutionally be re- 
quired of Militia. The act attempts to get round this 
constitutional difficulty by providing in substance that 
when the Guard -s called into Federal service the mem- 
bers thereof are discharged from the Militia. This 
why the Guard units that served in France now 
longer exist as organizations. In short, any call of the 
Guard into Federal service under the National Defense 
act results in the Guerd’s complete destruction and the 
Guard has to be built up de novo by voluntary enlist- 
ments and the new appointment of o 

Under the Senate bill these practical and constitu- 
tional difficulties are avoided. The Guard becomes a 
National Guard by being made part of the Army of the 
United States. It is organized under the constitutional 
power to raise and support armies, but it can be used 
by the President for the same purposes as those f 
which the Constitution provides that the Militia can 
used and, in an emergency a it can 
be used for any purpose whatever. Senate bill fur- 
ther provides that when not in active Federal service 
the Guard may be used by the States for any state pur- 
pose, not technically as “Militia,” but as “State troops.” 

Under this plan no call into active service will dis- 
charge the members of the Guard so that the continuity 
of the organizations and the permanency of membership 
therein are preserved, the States will have adequate pro- 
tection and the Federal Government will have a body of 
second line troops, the lar Army being the fir 
line and the citizen army raised through universal train- 
ing the third line.

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Cost or NortH Sea BARRAGE, 

Rear Admiral Ralph Earle, U.S.N., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, was heard by the House Naval Affairs 
Committee on Jan. 27 and 28 on appropriations for the 
fiseal year. Admiral Earle said that the bureau_esti- 
mates total $77,175,000, of which $20,675,000 will be 
for maintenance, overhaul and repair, and $56,500,000 
for new construction such as armor, armament and am- 
munition. Admiral Earle was asked concerning the cost 
of the North Sea mine barrage and he replied that $79,- 
476,534.31 was expended. In all 56,611 mines were com- 
pleted and planted at a cost ‘of $17,472,985.15 and 
68,389 mines were manufactured or partially so but not 
planted. These cost $21,108,264.85. The procuring 
fitting out of mine layers, repairs and alterations, cost 

613,583.15. The operating cost of mine layers totaled 
rE enEY and the operating cost of mine carriers, 
$5,211,706.87. The rental of the Southern Railway Pier 
No. 4 and outlying property cost approximately $144,000 
and its operating cost totaled over $228,000.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major Gen. John E. McMahon, U.S.A., who died Jan. 
28, 1920, of pneumonia at Prineeton, N.J., was born at 
Buffalo, N.Y., Dee. 8, 1860. After graduating from 
Fordham College with the degree of A.B. in IS80, he 
was appointed to the U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point, N.Y.. Sept. 1, 1882, and was graduated with the 
class of 1886. He was commissioned second lieutenant, 
4th Artillery, July 1, 1886; was promoted first lieuten- 
ant in November, 1892; captain Jan. 25, 1901; major 
Jan. 25, 1907; lieutenant colonel May 3, 1911, and col- 
onel June 3, 1916. During the Spanish-American War 
General MeMahon’s service was as follows: Captain 
and A.A.G., May 12, 1898; major, 31st U.S: Vol. Inf., 
July 5, 1899. He saw active service both in the Cuban 
and Philippine campaigns. When the United States en- 
tered the World War General McMahon was appointed 
a brigadier general in the National Army and was as- 
signed to command a brigade of Field Artillery at Camp 
Dix, N.J. In December, 1917, he was promoted to the 
rank of major general and was assigned to the command 
of the Sth Division (Regulars), which he commanded 
in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne operations. Upon 
his return from France, General McMahon was assigned 
to command Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky. Failing health 
caused General McMahon to be retired with his perma- 
nent rank of colonel of Field Artillery in 1919. Since 
his retirement from active service he made his home with 
his son, Major John E. McMahon, jr., U.S. Army, who is 
in command of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps unit 
at Princeton University. General McMahon was one of 
the distinguished officers of the U.S. Field Artillery, hav- 
ing served for several details as a member and as presi- 
dent of the Field Artillery Board. He graduated from 
the U.S. Artillery School at Fort Monroe, Va., in the 
class of 1898, and served on the General Staff in Wash- 
ington, D.C., from 1911 to 1914. General McMahon is 
survived by three children, Misses Carrie and Esther Mc- 
Mahon and Major John E. McMahon, jr. General Me- 
Mahon’s funeral will take place from Gawler’s, 1730 
Pennsylvania avenue, N.W., at 11 o’clock, Saturday 
morning, Jan. 31. Interment at Oak Hill Cemetery, 
Georgetown. 

Brig. Gen. Edgar Z. Steever, U.S.A., retired. an offi- 
cer with a fine record of efticient service, died at nis 
home in Washington, D.C., Jan. 19, 1920. He was born 
in Pennsylvania Aug. 20, 1849, and was a graduate of 
the U.S.M.A., second in the Glass of 1871, when he was 
assigned to the 3d Cavalry. General Steever during his 
Army service bad becn under fire in more than fifty en- 
gagements, and was considered one of the finest minds 
that the Academy has trained in the last half century. 
During the seventies General Steever, then a lieutenant, 
served in the Indian campaigns in Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Colorado, Montana, Idaho, Utah 
and the Dakotas. In the summer of 1872 he rode with 
his command. nearly 1,000 miles, rounded 'p a band of 
hostile Sioux Indians, and returned them to their agency 
at Standing Rock on the Upper Missouri.’ Buffalo Bill 
(Cody) was one of the then Lieutenant Steever’s scouts 
on this expedition. In October, 1874, with another offi- 
cer and twenty-two’ men of Troop G, 3d Cavalry, he 
charged a mob of 400 armed Indians drawn up in front 
of the buildings of the Red Cloud Indian Agency, and by 
his boldness and promptness of action succeeded in quell- 
ing an outbreak which was assuming serious proportions. 
Following this he was detailed to command the American 
Palestine Exploring Expedition, which materially con- 
tributed to the world’s geographic and archeological 
knowledege of the Holy Land and the River Jordan and 
Dead Sea regions. In 1881 General Steever, in com- 
mand of a detachment of soldiers and pack train, made 
an extensive survey of Wyoming and Montana, crossed 
the Big Horn mountain range, including the ascent of 
Cloud Peak, and thoroughly explored the Yellowstone 
National Park, marching 2,000 miles. In 1890, during 
the Sandoval revolution on the Mexican border when the 
neutrality of the United States was violated, General 
Steever, then a captain, made a secret and rapid night 
march from Fort McIntosh, Texas, attacked and cap- 
tured General Sandoval and his band, and crushed the 
revolution. The following year he was selected by Sec- 
retary Proctor and President A. J. Cassatt, of the Penn- 
sylvania R.R., as engineer and secretary of the Inter- 
continental Railway Commission to put through railway 
surveys from the Mexican border, through Central and 
South America, to Chile and Argentina. This colossal 
work will always stand as a monument to his engineer- 
ing skill and genius. With the Spanish-American War 
General Steever gained new laurels as a leader, espe- 
cially distinguishing himself in tne Phillippines in his 
fight at Monte Bimuwaya, which he won over General 
Tinio and Col. Blas Villamore. During his second tour 
of duty in the Philippines he was civil and military 
governor of the Sulu Archipelago, composed of some 
300,000 Moros. The border troubles of 1911-13 found 
General Steever, then a colonel, in command of the 4th 
Cavalry at El Paso, Texas. He handled the delicate 
problems of international policy with tact and firmness, 
and was re varded by appointment to brigadier general, 
Aug. 5, 1912. He had been familiar with the Spanish 
language for years, and this proved of great value in his 
border service. He was retired from active service, on 
account of desirability incident thereto, March 22, 1913. 
Genera] Steever is survived by his widow and two sons, 
E. Z. Steever, late colonel, U.S.A., who resigned, and is 
now with the General Electrie Company, and M. D. 
Steever. an attorney, member of the War Department 
Claims Board. 

Chaplain George Robinson, U.S.A., died of pneumonia 
Jan. 28, 1920, é his residence, 1951 Biltmore street, 
Washington, D.C., after an illness of four days. He is 
survived by his wife. He was born in New York March 
19, 1841, and was a veteran of the Civil War. He was 
appointed from New York second. lieutenant, 423d N.Y. 
Volunteer Infantry,. Aug. ; and received the 
brevet of captain, March 13, 1865, for gallant and. meri- 
torieus se during the cam s in. Georgia. and 
the Ca He. entered the Army as post 
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chaplain March 1, 1877. .Was promoted-majer: Nov: 19, 
904, and was retired for age March 19, 1905. He was 
made lieutenant colonel, retired, March 19, 1905. Among 
other duties he served as post chaplain at Fort Buford, 
N.D., from, July 8, 1877, to Jan. 3, 1887; on Guty in 
connection with education of the Army at St. Louis, Mo., 
and was subsequently at San Antonio, Texas, Fort Davis,

He entered 
the Army as a chaplain Jan. 21, 1887, and was retired 
from active service for age Sept. 21, 1912. He held the 
degree of A.B., 1869, and A.M., 1874, Trinity College, 
Connecticut. Chaplain Swift had a’ notable record of 
service, was unremitting in the performance of his du- 
ties, which extended over an exceptionally wide field, 
and he was a most highly esteemed officer. His remains 
were buried at Leavenworth beside his two sons. The 
services at the fort chapel were conducted by Rev. R. K. 
Beooley, of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, and at the 
grave by Hancock Masonic ledge, of which the deceased 
was a charter member, and was in charge of Chaplain 
S. J. Smith. He was a descendant of Betsy Shewell, 
who married Benjamin West, the court painter. His 
father was a noted physician of Easton and a_ well- 
known geological collector. Chaplain Swift was gradu- 
ated. at the age of eleven years from the Easton high 
school and took a preliminary course at Lafayette Col- 
lege, Easton, where he was taught by the father of Gen. 
Peyton C. March. U.S.A., who at that time was an 
instructor at Lafayette. Chaplain Swift was always 
interested in the work of the Indians and volunteered 
for work among them in South Dakota. He spent a 
long time in the work without pay and endured many 
hardships. During these years’ he established ten schools 
and nine mission stations, and at the close of the Sioux 
war Chiefs Gall and Rain-in-the-Face asked Chaplain 
Swift to establish missions for their tribes. During 
these years he also conducted services at Fort Sully for 
the soldiers and officers stationed there. While on duty 
at Fort Leavenworth for a number of years he was 
acting as both post and prison chaplain. At the out- 
break of the Spanish War he went with the 13th In- 
fantry to Cuba, where he took part in the battle of 
Santiago and where he worked on with the wounded 
after being wounded himself. At Firmeza he volunteered 
to work in the post hospital and also labored unceas- 
ingly with the yellow fever patients. After the battle of 
Santiago he worked under fire burying the dead and 
caring for the wounded. He spent three years in the 
Philippines on the board of Episcopal Missions, and did 
wonderful work aside from his Army duties. On being 
retired he lived for a number of years at Plymouth, 
Conn., and was instrumental in erecting one of the 
prominent Episcopal churches there. When America 
entered the World War Chaplain Swift did a large 
amount of translating for the Government. He was a 
wonderful linguist and translated in Austrian, Italian, 
Hungarian, German, Spanish, Portuguese and French, 
He also spoke in Japanese and several Oriental lan- 
guages. He was a member of the Oriental Society. He 
also examined applicants for entrance in the Army as 
Hebrew chaplains. 

Major Warren J. Englar, Q.M.C., assistant division 
quartermaster, 6th Division, U.S.A., died at the camp 
hospital, Camp Grant, IIL, on Jan. 21, 1920. Col. Lucien 
G. Berry, Field Art.. commanding at Camp Grant, in 
announcing the death of Major Englar, in general orders, 
says: “Major Englar reported for duty on the organiza- 
tion of the division headquarters at Camp McClellan, 
Anniston, Ala., in December, 1917. He served as assis- 
tant division quartermaster throughout the training pe- 
riod of the division in the United States and overseas, in 
the Gerardmer sector, Vosges, and in the Meuse-Argonne 
offensive. On all moves of the division he proceeded in 
advance, making arrangements for supply in the new 
area. On the return of the division to the United States 
Major Englar became division quartermaster, acting in 
that capacity for five months. Major Englar at all times 
performed his duties ably, energetically and loyally. The 
division commander announces with deep regret the loss 
of an officer of Major Englar’s personal qualities, ability 
and intimate knowledge of the needs of the division.”

Lieut. William Sikes Tucker, late U.S.A., died Jan.

_ but Lieutenant Tucker did not regain consciousness, 
dying from a pus formation in the brain.

He 
was about twenty-seven years of age, a graduate of the 
University of Pennsylvania, a successful civil engineer, 
one of the foremost football stars of the country, and 
well known for his remarkable success on the University 
of Pennsylvania team for several years. Lieutenant 
Tucker was possessed of a splendid mind, a very strong 
constitution and a high character, with a most lovable 
disposition. Passing through the officers training camps, 
he was commissioned and sent to France, where he won 
the Croix de Guerre for great bravery,.and was also 
recommended for the D.S.C. Ordered back to the United 
States, he was assigned to duty at the Central Officers’ 
Training School at Camp McArthur, Waco, Texas, and 
there filled many staff positions and did a tremendous 
amount of work in many different lines, and was school 
atletic officer also over some 5,000 candidates. When that 
school closed he was transferred to the Central Officers’ 
Training School at Camp Pike, where he also distin- 
guished himself by his splendid activity, efficiency, loy- 
alty and enthusiasm. Lieutenant Tucker resigned from 
the Service in December, 1918, and returned to his fer- 
mer engineering work. Interment was made in his old 
home, Mobile, Ala. To all of us who knew Lieutenant 
Tucker his death comes with a great shock and a deep 
sense of personal loss. He was gentlemanly, cultured, 
enthusiastic, brave, efficient and loyal.” 

Lieut. Arthur W. Stevens, U.S. Marine Corps Reserve 
Flying Corps, died in Brooklyn, N.Y., Jan. 26, 1920, of 
pneumonia. At the outbreak of the World War he en- 
listed in the Marine Corps and was sent to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, where he trained in 
aviation. He was commissioned Oct. 22, 1918. He is 
survived by his father, Frank B. Stevens, principal of 
Public School No. 94, Brooklyn, N.Y., and two sisters, 

The Rev. Dr. Cyrus Townsend Brady, a graduate of 
the U.S.N.A., class of 1883, who resigned as a naval 
cadet Sept. 1, 1883, and was well known as preacher 
and author of books and plays, died of pneumonia at his 
home, Edgecliff Terrace, Park Hill, Yonkers, N.Y., Jan. 
24, 1920. At his bedside were his wife, Mrs. Mary Bar- 
rett Brady, and two daughters, Margaret and Katherine. 
He leaves four other children, Cyrus Townsend Brady, 
jr.. who is now in Buenos Ayres;..Mrs. Theodore M.

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TNIFORM RECOMMENDATIONS DISAPPROVED 

So far as recommendations of the recent conference at 
the War Department of department and divisional com- 
manders regarding uniform changes are concerned, dis- 
approval has met the wishes of the general officers par- 
ticipating in the conference. Relative to disapproval of 
the recommendations, Gen. Peyton C. March, the Chief 
of Staff, has directed that a letter be sent to each of the 
general officers taking part in the conference in sub- 
stance as follows: 

1. The recommendations with respect to the uniform 
which were made by you have been brought to the per- 
sonal attention of the Secretary of War, who has decided 
that no changes will be made in the present uniform. 
Without going too much into detail, it may be stated 
generally that the present high cost of living makes pro- 
hibitive any changes in the uniform. 

2. The use of certain shoulder insignia worn by the 
National Guard divisions during the war has already 
been authorized for National Guard divisions which 
have been raised in states furnishing a complete divi- 
sion during the war. 

3. The recommendation for a suitable insignia for the 
R.O.T.C. has already been approved and ordered. 

4. The recommendation for a limited use of the blue 
uniform had already been disapproved by the Secretary 
of War personally for reasons which were stated. 

5. The recommendation for the authorization of rib- 
bens of societies formed in divisions and other units 
during the war with Germany is disapproved. The num- 
ber of decorations now existing is considered to be quite 
sufficient, and as a matter of policy should not be 
added to. 

In connection with matters of policy discussed in the 
conference, reference to which has appeared in the pub- 
lic press, it was stated at the War Department that 
these matters depended in large measure upon the action 
of Congress on the bills for Army reorganization now 
before the Senate and still in process of writing in the 
Hlouse Committee on Military Affairs. Changes in de- 
partmental areas are being anticipated at the War De- 
partment, which is working to build up a staff organiza- 
tion capable of handling a unit as large as a corps, and 
it may be said that the War Department will be quite 
ready to adjust itself to any policy defined by Congress 
in the reorganization bills, every tentative provision of 
which has been the subject of study in the War Plans 
Division of the General Staff.

OUR TROOPS IN SIBERIA RETURNING. 
Units of 27th Infantry Sail from Vladivostok.

The War Department on Jan. 27 received a cable- 
gram from Major Gen. William S. Graves, U.S.A., com- 
manding the American Expeditionary Force in Siberia, 
with headquarters at Vladivostok, saying that the first 
contingent of American troops sailed from that port on 
the troop transport Great Northern on Jan. 17 for Nag- 
asaki, en route to Manila. The troops consist of the fol- 
lowing units of the 27th Infantry: Cos. D, BE, F, G and 
H, as well as a detachment of the headquarters com- 


pany and the machine gun company of the regiment. In 
addition seven staff officers sailed. The total number of 
officers and men on board, exclusive of sick, which num- 
bered 317, was thirty-four officers and 1,334 enlisted 
men. Col. R. H. Sillman, Inf., was also a passenger. 
The Army transport Sheridan sailed on Jan. 19 also for 
Manila by way of Nagasaki, ‘with ninety-six Infantry 
unassigned and Major Jesse P. Truax, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., sick, all bound for the United States. 


US. Force Defeats Russians. 


Major Gen. William S. Graves cabled the War De 
partment from Vladivostok on Jan. 21: “Semenoff arm- 
ored car attacked detachment of thirty-eight men, U.S. 
Army, in their car at Posopskaya at one a.m., Jan. 10. 
Detachment fought and captured armored car, includ- 
ing one general, six officers and forty-eight men, who are 
still held. American casualties one killed, one died of 
wounds and one seriously wounded. Russian casualties, 
five killed and one wounded.” Secretary Baker, who 
gave out this message, added: “General Graves believes 
the matter can be adjusted peacefuly with Semenoff, who 
could not have been responsible.” 


Disposition of Siberian Replacements. 


The withdrawal of the American troops from Siberia 
has necessitated action relative to men enlisted for this 
service. The War Department has directed that the en- 
listment of men for Siberia be discontinued and that these 
men, who were to be used as replacements, be trans- 
ferred to the Philippine replacement detachment, Fort 
McDowell, Calif., if they desire transfer to the Philip- 
pine Department for assignment to organizations re- 
turning thereto from Siberia. Those men not desiring 
such assignment will be transferred according to their 
expressed preference, for which enlistment for special as- 
signment is authorized, as per Circular No. 14, War 
Dept., 1920. This authorization permits the transfer 
from one arm of the Service to another. The War De- 
partment states that it is especially desirable that every 
effort be made to induce men not desiring transfer to 

Philippine Department to accept transfer to or- 
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ganizations for which ‘assigaments are now authorized 
in Panama. °

DEMOBIL-ZATION AND ENLISTMENTS. 

The Statistics Branch, General Staff, has prepared 
fhe following data: 

Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 

my Jan. 20 was 242,695, not including nurses and 

rmy field clerks. Of this number 192,362 were in the 
United States. 

Troops Demobilized.—From the signing of the armi- 
stice to Jan. 22, 1920, a total of 3,460,222 troops were 
reported discharged. Of these, 181,501 were officers and 
3.278.721 were enlisted men, the latter including 24,320 
furloughed to the Reserve. 





Reqular Army Officers Resigned —Between Nov. 11, 
1918. and Jan. 20, 1920. 2,210 resignations of Regular 
Army officers were accepted, twenty-one per cent. of 
number in services at the signing of the armistice. Of 
the total resigned fifty-three per cent. hold grade of 
first lieutenant. 

Civilian Personnel of Department Reduced.—On Jan. 
15 there were 20,845 civilian employees on duty with the 
War Department. Since Nov. 11, 1918, there has been a 
net reduction of 44.3 per cent. Of present number 1,475 
are ou the statutory roll and 19,370 on other rolls. 


Commissioned Vacancics, Regular Army.—On Jan. 17 
the commissioned strength of the Regular Army was 
8.605, including 250 Philippine Scouts. This is 3,041 
below authorized strength. 

Enemy Prisoners in United States—Of 5,888 enemy 
prisoners whe have been in custody of the Army in the 
U.S. 290 were still being held in barracks on Jan. 11. 

Enlistments for Regular Army.—Since Feb. 28, 1919, 
160.931 enlistments have been reported, including 2,093 
for the week ending Jan. 7. 

Distinguished Service Medals Awarded.—A total of 
1.181 Distinguished Service Medals have been awarded 
up to Jan. 24 by the Commander-in-Chief, A.E.F., and 
the War Department for service in the World War. Of 
this number 641, or fifty-four per cent., were to U.S. 
Army officers, and 434, or thirty-seven per cent., to for- 
eign officers. Of awards to U.S. officers seventy-seven 
per cent. were for service abroad, twenty-two per cent. 
for service in the U.S. only, and one per cent. for ser- 
vice both in the U.S. and abroad. Regular Army officers 
received seventy-five per cent. of the awards and emer- 
gency officers twenty-five per cent. Ninety-nine per cent. 
of the awards were granted to officers of rank higher 
than captain. 

Estimated Strength of the Army on Jan. 20, 1920, 
was 18,940 officers and 223,755 men; total, 242,695. Of 
the commissioned strength emergency officers numbered 
10,282; Regular officers, 8,658. 
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ADMIRAL JELLICOE RECALLED TO ENGLAND. 

Admiral Viscount Jellicoe of Scapa, former First 
Lord of the British Admiralty, who sailed from Key 
West for Brazil recently on board H.M.S. New Zealand, 
after having made a short visit to the United States, on 
his way from Canada, received a radio message di- 
recting him to proceed to England instead of continuing 
to Brazil, a press message of Jan. 17 from Rio de 
Janeiro states. Admiral Jellicoe last week sent to Rear 
Admiral B. C. Decker, U.S.N., his thanks for a unique 
trip by U.S. seaplane of a member of his staff, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Hunter. Admiral Jellicoe also expressed 
gratitude for “the great help afforded us on many occa- 
sions” and sent the best wishes of all on board H.M.S. 
New Zealand to their comrades of the U.S. Navy. On 
Jan. 9 Admiral Decker was informed by Admiral Jellicoe 
that Commander Hunter had been unavoidably delayed 
in Washington and could not arrive in Key West in time 
to join the New Zealand, then in Havana harbor. Upon 
the suggestion of Lieut. A. M. Baldwin, Admiral Decker 
sent Commander Hunter in an H.S. Navy boat, thus 
getting him to Havana sixteen hours earlier than he 
could otherwise have arrived. Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels has received from the State Department a letter 
from Admiral Jellicoe, transmited through the British 
Embassy at Washington conveying his expression of ap- 
preciation of the courtesies shown by all United States 
Navy officers to himself and members of his staff during 
their recent visit in the United States. In addition 
Lord Jellicoe asked that Lis thanks be especially con- 
veyed to Rear Admiral Albert P. Niblack, U.S.N., who 
was detailed as a special aid to the British admiral while 
he was in this country. 











REINSTATEMENT OF WAR RISK INSURANCE. 

The Bureau of War Risk Insurance has issued a state- 
ment saying that in order to relieve any confusion that 
may exist in the minds of former Service men on ac- 
count of the special provision of lapsed war term insur- 
ance which authorized reinstatement up to Dec. 31, 
1919, regardless of date of discharge, the explanation is 
made that the provisions for reinstatement of lapsed or 
canceled insurance, within eighteen months from date of 
discharge, upon payment of two months’ premiums on 
the amount of insurance to be reinstated, provided the 
insured is in as good health as at the date of discharge 
or expiration of the grace period, whichever is the later 
date, and~so states in his application, still hold good. 
The provision that discharged Service men are permit- 
ted to reinstate at any time within three calendar months 
following the month of discharge by paying the two 
months’ premiums, without making a formal application 
or a statement as to health, is also still in force. The 
provisions for reinstatement do not protect a man until 
he actually reinstates. If he waits he may not be in as 
good health as he was at the time of discharge and con- 
sequently may not be able to secure reinstatement. 
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OnE YEAR ENLISTMENT QUOTA PRACTICALLY FILLye, 
Reeruits for the Army must now enlist for three 
years, except in the Field Artillery, Corps of Engineers 
and Chemical Warfare Service in which one-year enlist- 
ments are still received says a statement issued Jan. 27 
from the office of The Adjutant General. The quota of 
one-year-enlistment men permitted in the Army is prac- 
tically filled as there are now approximately 90,000 one- 
year enlistments, which is practically a third of the total 
strength allowed by law, that is 280,000. Recruiting, 





however, will proceed for one-year enlistments in the 
Field Artillery and the Corps of Engineers for men who 
have had prior serviee, and in the Chemical Warfare 
Service where prior service is not required. Three-year 
enlistments to-day require no further service in the Re-

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SpecraL Course AT INFANTRY SCHOOL. 

Each department commander in the United States has 
been directed’ by the War Department to select five quali- 
fied officers from those on duty in their department and 
order them to the Infantry School, Camp Benning, Ga., 
for the purpose of taking a special course for the train- 
ing of instructors in physical and bayonet training, per- 
sonal combat, disciplinary gymnastics and physical effi- 
ciency tests, mass games and highly organized athletics, 
which will begin on Monday, March 1, 1920, and extend 
over a period of four weeks. In the mean time arrange- 
ments will be made for the establishment of such schools 
as may be practicable in the departments with a view 
to utilizing graduates of this special course to train other 
officers and thus get this class of training to the troopa 
It is directed that departmental schools should not begin 
later than April 15 and the course to continue no longer 
than six weeks at these schools.

Air Service Controls Radio Apparatus. 

The Secretary of War has approved recommendation 
by the Director of Air Service that the Air Service be 
charged with the duty of installing, maintaining and op- 
erating all radio apparatus used by Air Service units, 
stations and fields. 

Duties of Chaplains, U.S.A. 

The Secretary of War on Jan. 23 directed that Para- 
graphs 43 to 4614 inclusive, Army Regulations, 1918, 
telating to chaplains, be rescinded and that new regula- 
tions, which the circular publishes, are substituted 
therefor. 

Accountability of U.S. Army Funds. 

The Secretary of War has recently directed the pub- 
lication of regulations rescinding Sec. II of G.O. 81, 
W.D., 1917, and Sec. V, G.O..122, W.D., 1918, govern- 
ing disbursement of public funds through agent officers, 
The officer who intrusts public moneys to another offi- 
er will be known as the “accountable officer,” and the 
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officer to whom the funds are entrusted will be know 
as the “agent officer’ in the Army henceforth. 


School for Chaplains. ' =

Health Conditions in the Army. 


A summary of health conditions in the Army for the 
week ended Jan. 16. issued by the Office of the Surgeon 
General and dated Jan. 22, shows that the sick rates 
were higher during that week than in the previous week. 
the admission rate for diseases being 864.2 and the non- 
effective rate 29.3, as compared with 659.3 and 26.3 re- 
spectively for the week before. The chief cause of the 
increase was the prevalence of small epidemics of mild 
influenza, together with pneumonia as a complication. 
The disease at the date given was prevalent at Camps 
Grant, Custer, Dodge and the General Hospital at Camp 
Sheridan. The statement said the disease might bo ex- 
pected to spread to other camps and stations. The 
death rate for the period stated was 8.7 as against 6.8 
in the week before, but this increase was not due to in- 
fluenza. Among the American Forces in Germany fewer 
eases of influenza were reported than in the previous 
week, but pneumonia and measles showed an increase. 


Thefts of Arms from Army Camps. 


Several cases have been reported recently where arms 
and ammunition, property of the United States, have 
been stolen from various U.S. Army camps on or near 
the Mexican border, and there is every reason to believe 
that much of this is smuggled across into Mexico. Major 
Gen. J. T. Dickman, commanding the Southern Depart- 
ment, in calling the attention of his command to these 
thefts of arms says: “The increasing number -of thefts 
of munitions would seem to indicate that the demand 
across the border is increasing and that further at- 
tempts of this sort may be expected. It is incumbent on 
all concerned to take every precaution to properly safe- 
guard supplies of this nature.” 

Motor Transport Corps Exhibit. 7 

In charge of Major F. C. Hecox, assistant to Col. H. 
A. Hegeman, Motor Transport officer,’ Central Depart- 
ment, an exhibit from the corps will be shown at the 
ferthcoming Chicago motor truck exhibition. It will 
contain, in addition to a special model motorcycle, ma- 
chine shep truck and a rolling kitchen, some material 
cons'sting of disassembled German truck parts, which 
should prove of general interest. These parts are loaned 
by the Motor Transport Corps experimental station, Bu- 
reat. of Standards, Washington. D.C., and will embrace 
materials from the German Union, Karl Schmidt, Stoe- 
wer and Podeus trucks and a complete Opel motor. 

Construction Division’s Insurance Rebate. 

During the progress of the construction program of 
the War Department the Construction Division of the 
Army. acting through Col. Evan Shelby, made an ar- 
rangement with the insurance companies which was pro- 
ductive of $154,152.85 on Jan. 15 from the Travelers 
Insurance Company to the War Department. Before 
insuring contractors against liability for personal in- 
juries the insurance companies charged premiums at 
rates fixed by the Insurance Commissioners of the Vari- 
ous states, but the Construction Division effected an 
agreement that the Government should be the benefi- 
ciary of any savings which the experience in carrying 
thé risks should indicate might be effected. The above 
is the difference between the rates fixed and the actual 
costs. of underwriting contractors’ risk in doing Govern- 
ment work during the war. 

Transport Powhatan. Safe. 

The U.S. Army transport Powhatan, which became 
disabled at sea on Jan. 17 in a storm, when some 350 
miles southeast of Halifax, was towed safely into that 
port on Jan. 27 after a very. hard struggle. Her 271 
passengers, who were taken off by the transport North- 
ern Pacific on the night of Jan. 23, were all safely 
landed at Hoboken, N.J., Jan. 24. The 150 men com- 
posing the crew of the Powhatan were reported all well 
but three, who were slightly ill from exposure. The 
eaptain and crew stuck to the transport under the most 
serious conditions. 

A board of investigation has been appointed by the 
War Department to investigate the disabling of the Pow- 
hatan. It was stated by the War Department on Jan. 28 
that most press statements so far appearing purporting 
to give reasons for the jeopardy of the ship have been 
without foundation. The Powhatan was drydocked prior 
to sailing. carefully surveyed and put into first class con- 
dition. So far as can be ascertained at this time the 
trouble was due entirely to accident. It appears that in a 
heavy gale a portion of the coal-bunker bulkhead was car- 
ried away, which allowed approximately seventy-five tons 
of coal to shift. This in turn caused the coal to choke up the 
suction strainers of the pumps, and prevented them from 
keeping up with the amount. of water which was enter- 
ing the boiler-room through the ash ejector, which had 
become clogged in operation. Reports received from 
those aboard the transport indicate that the master of 
the vessel and the erew rendered excellent service, and 
that everything possible was done to overcome the diffi- 
culty when it occurred. It was stated, as a matter of fact, 
that in spite of the rapidly rising water in the fire- 
room the firemen remained on duty until finally ordered 
from the fire-room by the chief engineer, at which time 
the water was practically shoulder high.

TRIAL OF CAPTAIN DETZER CONCLUDED. 

The trial of Capt. Karl W. Detzer, U.S.A., before a 
G.C.M. at Governors Island, N.Y., on charges alleging 
brutal treatment of prisoners in his charge at Le Mans, 
France, came to an end Jan. 29, after extending over a 
period of eight weeks, and consuming twenty-nine actual 
days. The verdict of the court will be announced offt- 
ciatly as soon as the proceedings are reviewed by the 
proper authorities. Captain Detzer, testifying in his 
own defense, has made emphatic denial of the charges 
that he. had brutally treated military prisoners at Le 
Mans, France. He testified that he believed the charges 
of cruelty were inspired by prisoners coddied by a Con- 
gressional Investigating Committee in France and en- 
couraged by the judge advocate’s office at Le Mans. He 
later implied that Capt. John M. Weir, who was in the J. 
A. office at Le Mans, had “framed” the case against him. 
He suggested there was “a strange string of events” in 
the connection of Captain Weir with the formulation of 
charges and at his trial. Captain Detzer was asked to 
explain the charge made by Sergeant Major Phillips that 
Sergt. Hugh Madden had stolen 5,100 francs and divided 
it with him (Detzer). “I think Phillips is suffering from 
shell shock,” Detzer replied. “Do you think that all ihe 
men who testified here were shell shocked?’ “No,” said 
Captain Detzer, “some of them were just rotten.” 

Three witnesses were called on Jan. 8 to rebut the 
defense made by Captain Detzer. Pvt. Louis Schmitt 
testified that Captain Detzer was commonly known 
among soldiers in the Le Mans area as “von Hinden- 
burg.” Pvt. George H. Lake said he had seen prisoners 
come from Detzer’s examination room bleeding frem 
beatings. Corpl. William A. Sulivan said he saw Ser- 
geant Hoyt strike Schmitt in the face in the presence of 
Captain Detzer. 

Col. Frank Halstead, Inf., U.S.A., who was in com- 
mand of Le Mans area at the time Captain Detzer was in 
charge of 308th Military Police, denied the statement of 
Captain Detzer that the case against him had been 
“framed” by Captain Weir. “Captain Weir, in drawing 
the charges against Captain Detzer,” said Colonel Hal- 
stead, “was acting under my instructions. I assume the 
entire responsibility for initiating these charges.” The 
Colonel traced the history of his investigation of the ac- 
tivities of Captain Detzer’s company and said that he 
was convinced at such investigation that the company 
was wholly inefficient. That opinion, he said, was made 
even more positive after the disbanding of the company. 

Lieut. E. D. Suddoth, who was in the J.A. office at 
Ie Mans, testified that three out of four charges and 
confessions obtained by Captain Detzer’s company were 
defective and bad to be thrown out when prisoners were 
brought to trial. He testified he had written a letter to 
Colonel MeCorkell complaining of conditions in Captain 
Detzer’s command, but admitted that before writing he 
had taken part in but four courts-martial at Le Mans 
and that his letter was elaborated upon and signed and 
forwarded by Captain Weir. Lieut. Leonard D. Mahan, 
Aviation Service, who served under Captain Detzer, was 
on the witness stand on Jan. 14 and told of instances of 
brutality to prisoners. He declared further that Cap- 
tain Detzer and Sergeant Madden, also awaiting trial, 
had tried to induce him to leave Governors Island before 
the Detzer trial commenced. 

Among those who testified later for the defense. was 
Sergeant Nemensky, Polish operative under Captain 
Detzer. He stated that he had seen only one of Detzer's 
men strike a prisoner, Sergeant Hoyt, and added that 
Host had warned him to say nothing to Captain Detzer 
about the incident. Pvt. Clay R. Sawyer, wounded in 
the Vesle river fighting and later sentenced to five years 
at Fort Leavenworth for larceny and attempted man- 
slaughter, was brought from the prison to testify for the 
defense on Jan: 20. He said that while he was a pris- 
ener at Brest, he overheard a conversation between Pvt. 
Clarence H. Lacey and Sergt. Frank Hoyt, which ended 
with Hoyt giving Lacey 500 frances, accompanied with 
instructions to “keep Hoyt’s name out of it” and “shift 
it on to Detzer and Madden.”

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EXAMINATION OF OFFICERS FOR PROMOTION. 

For the guidance of boards of officers for the examina- 
tion of officers for promotion in the Regular Army and 
boards of officers for eramination of provisional officers 
for permanent appointment, the War Department has 
issued the following: (1) In view of the fact that many 
permanent and provisional officers of the Regular Army 
have spent much of their service in arms other. than 
those in which they hold their permanent or provisional 
commissions, boards of officers for the examination of 
officers for promotion in the Regular Army and 
of officers for the examination of provisional officers for 
permanent appointment are instructed to take this cir- 
cumsiince into consideration and to modify examina- 
tions so as to be fair to the individuals examined and at 
the same time to protect the interests of the United 
States. (2) Any permanent officer below the grade- of 
captain, or any provisional officer who has served with 
an-arm or staff corps or department other than the one 
in which he holds his permanent or provisional com- 
mission, is authorized to apply to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral for orders to report for examination to a board of 
officers of any arm, or staff corps or department with 
which he has served.

‘The equipment authorized will be 
issued by the supply services as needed by the troops 
actually present with each command. Any provisions 
of Section V, G.O. 91, W.D., 1919, which conflict with 
the above are rescinded insofar as they concern these 
units. 
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PerRsONAL CLAIMS RECEIVED AND SETTLED. 

Of 2,010,678 claims from officers and enlisted men of 
the Army received to Jan. 17, 1,912,061, or ninety-five 
per cent., have been disposed of. Bonus pay ($60) claims 
and travel allowance claims, which constitute ninety per 
cent. of all claims. are settled as soon as received.

In these branches 
greater progress was made in settlement this week than 
in any of the preceding seven weeks.

SENATE BILL AND SELECTION. 

“In reading over the Senate Army Reorganization bill 
I cannot recognize any occasion, under the provisions of 
that bill, for celebrating the death of ‘Promotion by 
Selection,’” writes an Army captain. “It ig easy, 
though, to understand that ‘officers on duty in the Gen- 
eral Staff and Adjutant General branch’ in Washjngton 
should be well satisfied with it. Any promotion which 
is based upon the inadequate information contained in 
efficiency reports is bound to be faulty and the whole 
thing goes back to a question of promotion by acquaint- 
ance or selection.” 
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SERVICE PAY BILLS. 
Wadsworth Bill Reported Out. 


Senator Wadsworth reported out his pay bill (S. 
3383) on Jan. 27, but after five calls had failed to pro- 
duce a quorum the Senate adjourned in the midst of a 
discussion on Senator Trammell’s amendment to allow 
the twenty per cent. increase to all the enlisted person- 
nel. Following the adoption of three amendments on 
Jan. 28 the bill was temporarily laid aside in order toe 
permit Senator Trammell to vote on the measure. ‘The 


latter was absent on account of illness. On the follow. 
ing day Senator Gerry introduced an amendment, which 
was accepted, reading: “Provided further, that com- 
missioned officers, warrant officers and petty officers and 
other enlisted men of the Coast Guard shall receive the 
same pay and allowances and bonuses as are now, oF 
may hereafter be, prescribed for corresponding grades 
or ratings and length of service in the Navy, and the 
grades and ratings of warrant officers, chief petty offi- 


cers, petty officers and other enlisted persons in the 
Coast Guard shall be the same as in the Navy insofar 
as the duties of the Coast Guard may require, with the 


continuance, in the Coast Guard, of the grade of surf- 
man, whose base pay shall be $70 per month; and pro- 


vided further, that the senior district superintendent, 
the three district superintendents next in order of senior- 
ity, the four district superintendents next below these 
three in order of seniority and the junior five district 
superintendents shall have the rank, pay and allowances 
of captain, first lieutenant, second lieutenant and third 


lieutenant in the Coast Guard respectively.” 

Senator Wadsworth offered two amendments, one au- 
thorizing the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy to grant allowances for more than one room in 
commutation of quarters for non-commissioned officers, 
where such commutation was necessary, and the second 
asking that the present regulation, adopted during the 
war, granting commutatien of quarters to the officers of 
the Army and Navy, be continued. Both amendments 
were adopted. Senator Wadsworth said that he would 
press for a vote on Jan. 30. 


House Committce Approves Wadsworth Bill. 
Representative Crago and.other members of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 28 expressed 
themselves as gratified over the favorable sentiment ac- 
corded the Wadsworth pay bill in the Senate, since that 


bill is identical with the Crago measure. On Jan. 27 
Mr. Crago had under consideration the question of hay- 
ing his bill attached to the Kelly Navy bill, which 
passed the House Iast week and which was due to come 


before the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 
26 for discussion. Owing to the absence of Senator 
Lodge this was deferred. With the ultimate passage of 
the Wadsworth measure, and it is stated that a ma- 
jority of the Senate is favorable to its passage, Repre- 


sentatives say that the House may quickly dispose of 
the Service pay question by a speedy and favorable vote 
on the Wadsworth bill as soon as it is introduced in the 
ITouse. 


The disposition on the part of the members of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs to put the Crago 
Service pay bill aside and concentrate the efforts of the 
committee to have the House accept the Wadsworth 
Senate pay bill is a most helpful sign. A confusion of 
bills makes for a confusion of understanding, and the 
concentration of all efforts in both Senate and House on 
one bill as comprehensive as is Senator Wadsworth’s 
must necessarily clarify and aid the pay bill situation, 
now altogether too long deferred of settlement. 


Navy Enlisted Pay Increases. 


Another commendable advance in pay legislation is 
the passage by the House on Jan. 24 of the Kelley Navy 
and Coast Guard pay bill as noted on page 678. Al- 
though in its form as passed by the House it only pro- 
vides increases for the commissioned warrant and en- 
listed personnel we look upon this action of the House 
as an augury of relief to come to the commissioned offi- 
cers of the Navy and Coast Guard. In the course of the 
debate on the bill Representatives Newton, Linthicum 
and Pell made strong pleas that commissioned officers be 
included in its provisions, Mr. Newton stating that he 
“hoped the committee will before very long report out a 
bill that will attempt to do justice to the commissioned 
officers of the Navy.” 

Those Dependent on Service Pay. 

There is an aspect of pay increase, in so far as it con- 
cerns the Services, that appears to have been overlooked 
by the members of Congress. Owing to the regulations 
imposed by our laws and customs on all members of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, the com- 
missioned and enlisted pensonnel of these branches of the 
Government are practically prevented from indulging in 
any gainful occupation while they are on active service, 
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These officers and men and their dependents as well are 
absolutely beholden to the bounty ef Congress for their 
living. 

On the low average of one dependent to each officer and 
enlisted man of these four Services there are approxi- 
mately 920,000 persons in the United States who must 
count for their income and consequent method of living 
on the pay granted by Congress. Regulations bar all the 
bread winners in these families from any professional or 
industrial means of adding to their income. Of the vari- 
ous fields of money making to which the limitations of

Service life confines our officers and men, 
they have gained distinction in the past if not financial 
profit (such as writing, inventing, medical research, en- 
gineering and the practice of the arts), Service regula- 
tions and tradition limit all thege things to a very nar- 
row and unprofitable field. Men in other walks of life, 
either from economic causes or from united effort, as in 
the case of trade have been enjoying steadily 
rising incomes, particularly during the last decade, but 
in our Services neither considerations nor 
combinations of men have had or can have any effect.

of workers was able to show the 
rise in living costs since August, 1915, had been esti- 
mated at about seventy-five per cent., their wage increase 
had hardly reached sixty per cet. Such an increase as 
this will at least even income with outgo. This is only 
one of the many recent instances we have given of the 
result of combined effort on the part of workers in in- 
dustrial life to better their financial and, consequently, 
living conditions. By every tradition of military and 
naval life in this country such combinations of effort 
are closed to our Services. 
again when we state that on the sense of justice and the 
gencrosity of Congress alone can our friends depend for 
relief in their present very straightened circumstances of 
life. 

With due consideration for all the demands there are 
on Congress, we cannot cease in our efforts to urge on its 
members the speedy passage of the Wadsworth pay in- 
erease bill. It is now fourteen months since with the 
signing of the armistice there began the long series of 
demotions that have cut so heavily into whatever added 
incomes our officers gained by temporary promotions dur- 
ing hostilities. At best the increased pay from those 
temporary promotions did no more than keep the balance 
even between 1908 incomes and 1918 expenditures, these 
last artificially swollen by the eighty-five per cent. in- 
crease in the cost of living. The hope deferred of in- 
erease of pay has done something more than to make the 
hearts of the Services sick. It has brought about a low- 
ered morale, a sense of profound injustice, and unques- 
tioned personal hardships. It is time these conditions 
were changed, and they can only be changed by granting 
increase of pay.

PROMOTION IN THE NAVY. 
Secretary Asks Age Limit Be Deferred. 

The Secretary of the Navy, in a letter to the Speaker 
of the House, asks the enactment of a bill that would 
“defer until June 30, 1921, the age limits for promo- 
tion by selection, which under existing law will Lecome 
effective June 30, 1920.” The Secretary thus explains 
the reasons for the request: 

“The Naval Appropriation Act of Aug. 29, 1916, pre- 
scribes certain age limits for promotion to the grades of 
rear admiral, captain and commander, to become effect- 
ive on June 30, 1920, and any officer becoming ineligible 
for promotion on account of age shall be placed on the 
retired list of the Navy. By a provision of the act ap- 
proved July 11, 1919, this restriction upon promotion 
has been deferred, in the cases of commanders, until 
June 30, 1921. The department is strongly of the opin- 
fon that the same deferment should be made in the cases 
of the other two grades, for the sake of uniformity and 
more particularly because, if this is not done, the Navy 
will lose the services of many valuable officers who, ren- 
dered ineligible for promotion on June 30, 1920, by rea- 
son of age, must therefore be retired. These officers 
have performed efficient service during the World War 
and their compulsory Tetirement, when their services are 
greatly needed, would be regrettable and not good busi- 
ness administration from the Government’s point of 
view. 

“The general provisions of the selection law are suffi- 
cient to insure that none of these officers will be pro- 
moted unless in all respects qualified therefor, as even 


after selection the officers recommended for promotion. 
must undergo the prescribed mental, moral, professional : 
and physical examinations before they can be promoted. : 
If any of these officers should fail to establish. their su-_ 


perior qualifications for promotion in competition with 
other officers with whom their records must be com- 
pared by the selection board, their promotion will not 
be recommended, but they should not be excluded from 
promotion by an arbitrary age limit- which: does not now 
and has never heretofore obtained, but which will be- 
come effective, as above stated, on June 30, 1920, untess 
existing laws are modified by Congress.

provision might. well be postponed by the Gevernment 
for another year.” 

Effect of Age Limit Retirement. 

The legislation requested by the Secretary of the 
Navy that would defer until June 30, 1921, the provi- 
sion requiring officers of the Navy to retire upon reach- 
ing certain age limits, provided they have not been pro- 
moted to permanent rank, beyond a doubt would seriously 
affect the flow of promotion. The present law provides 
for retirement of a eaptain fifty-six years old who has 
not been promoted to rear admiral; of a commander fifty 
years old not promoted to captain; and of a lieutenant 
commander forty-five years old not promoted to com- 
mander. If the requirements of the present law are 
carried into effect on June 30, 1920, it will retire twen- 
ty-nine officers, among them eight captains now hold- 
ing the temporary rank of rear admiral, and four perma- 
nent captains, four commanders and thirteen lieutenant 
commanders. In this list of twenty-nine there are many 
officers whose services are regarded as extremely valuable 
to the Navy, and the year’s extension would consequently 
allow recommendations to come before one more Board 
on Selection and give an opportunity for some of them, 
at least, to make the required higher grade before the 
operation of the age limit statute. 

While the tendency of the Secretary’s suggestion, if 
adopted, would be to check the flow of promotion for at 
least a year, and longer in the grades where officers ap- 
proaching the age limit may be promoted, it should be 
borne in mind that if the persennel !egislation recom- 
mended by Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, should be adopted at this ses- 
sion of Congress, it will provide a greater number of 
promotions in the higher ranks because of the additional 
number of permanent officers appointed into the Navy 
from the temporary Navy and Reserve forces. This in- 
crease would have a strong tendency to minimize the 
effect of raising the age limit and the check to the flow 
of promotions would consequently be. negligible. 

While this request of the Secretary is not wholly ac- 
ceptable to some progressive officers of the Navy, they 
are disposed to recognize that of the officers approach- 
ing the age limits many have failed to go forward in 
rank for reasons over which they had no control and 
that it would be a loss to the Service were these men 
ruthlessly cut off, particularly in view of the expansion 
recommended by the Bureau of Navigation. On the 
other hand, the sentiments of Admiral Washington re- 
garding the restoration of the “Plucking Board” are 
taken as a guaranty that the officers who have been 
passed over by several selection boards because of in- 
efficiency will not be relieved from their melancholy posi- 
tion just because « e Board on Selection has it in its 
power to grant stch relief. Selection is unpopular with 
at least seventy-five per cent. of the officers of the Navy 
and any semblance of promotion through favor would 
arouse a solid protest from the Service. 
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POLICY AS TO ARMY AND NAVY FUN TIONS. 


During the World War when all of our resources were 
being utilized to the utmost the Navy as well as the 
Army undertook the production of railway artillery, 
utilizing for that purpose guns already available. At 
the conclusion of hostilities a question arose as to what 
disposition should be made of seven 14-inch- railway 
mounts which the Navy Department had manufactured. 
This was referred to the Joint Army and Navy Board, 
which formulated the following statement of the func- 
tions of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. As a re 
sult of this naval railway mounts have been transferred 
to the Army. 

This important statement of policy, the Office of the 
Chief of Staff announces, having been-approved by the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy, will 
govern in future plans and operations: 

Naval Functions: (a) Battle Fleet. To gain and 
maintain command of vital lines of communication by 
sea, thus ensuring freedom of movement on the sea to 
one’s own vessels, and denying such freedom of move- 
ment to enemy vessels. Such security of vital lines of 
communication can be obtained, usually, only by deci- 
sively defeating the enemy main fleet or containing it. 

(b) Naval Coast Defense. (Submarines, mine layers, 
mine sweepers, monitors and obsolete ships assigned to 
local coast defenses.) Control the sea communications 
within the area to which assigned. If the Navy is in- 
adequate to the task indicated above it must be used to 
prevent the enemy from obtaining control of vital lines 
of communication.

The Army is responsible for the adequate defense of all 
permanent fortified or garrisoned possessions of the 
United States. It is a function and duty of the Navy 
Department to inform the War Department of any 
places whose defense by the Army is desirable, and to 
vall attention of the War Department to any case where 
the provisions for defense by the Arm, ar- considered 
Inadequate from the naval point of view. 


POLICY AS TO FURLOUGH TO RESERVE. 


The Chief of Staff on Jan. 28 authorized the publica- 
tion of the following: “The Secretary of War directs 
that it be announced that it will be the policy of the War 
Department to permit men eligible for furlough or re- 
furlough to the Reserve, who so desire, to remain in the 
Service until the completion of their seven-year cnlist- 
ment. This applies equally to men who have been re- 
called to active service and to men who become eligible 
for furlough. Should such men later elect to be fur- 
loughed before the expiration of the seven-year period, 
such furlough will be granted. Men electing to remain 
in the Service will be required to make their application 
for such retention in writing. Im general, the policy in 
regard to these men will be that prescribed for emergency 
men in Circular No. 34, W.D., 1919, except that the se- 
curing of employment will not be the determining factor. 
It should be noted that Circular No. 578, W.D., 1919, 
directs the furloughing of men only who desire it. This 
statement of policy is in no way intended to authorize 
the furloughing to the Reserve in cases not already au- 
thorized.” Previous to the above ruling a soldier was 
obliged cither to take a furlough to the Reserve or to re- 
enlist after serving four years. This simply allows him 
to complete his seven-year enlistment with the colors, 
The War Department has also directed that in closing 
service records of soldiers furloughed to the Reserve or 
discharged, who have served on mounted duty, their 
horsemanship will be noted in remarks on discharge 
papers. 
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VACANCIES AMONG GENERAL OFFICERS OF ARMY. 


The declination of Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, U. 
S.A., of the commission of brigadier general of the line, 
for which he was nominated and recently confirmed, has 
been filed at the War Department. General McCain, 
who is in command at Camp Devens, Mass., is a perma- 
nent colonel in The Adjutant General’s Department, and 
it is the belief in Washington that General McCain will 
be reassigned to the office of The Adjutant General, 
which he relinquished in 1918 to take command of the 
training center at Camp Devens. Major Gen. Peter C, 
Harris, who is at present The Adjutant General of the 
Army, in the ordinary course of events however, should 
retain his office until Sept. 1, 1922, as he was appointed 
The Adjutant General Sept. 1, 1918, for four years. 
General McCain is due to retire for age in 1925. His 
declination of the rank of brigadier general adds an- 
other to the vacancies existing in that grade, the other 
vacancies existing through the appointment of Brig. Gen. 
F. J. Kernan to major general, and by the retirement of 
Brig. Gens. William F. Scott and F. H. French. There 
is no vacancy in the grade of major general. 
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Urcre INCREASED Pay For Botu SERVICES. 

Resolutions strongly urging the passage by Congress at 
the earliest opportunity of legislation providing increased 
pay for the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard and Public 
Health Service were adopted at the annual meeting of 
the American Society of Civil Engineers, held in New 
York city on Jan. 21. Copies of the resolution were or- 
dered sent to the Secretary of War, Secretary of the 
Navy, Secretiry of the Treasury, the chairmen of the 
Senate and of the House Committees on Naval Affairs, 
as well as to the chairmen of the Committees o:. Naval 
Affairs, and also to the floor leader of the House. The 
society has a membership of 9,000, drawn from various 
sections of the United States. Many members of the 
society served in the military or naval Services of the 
country in the World War, or before. 
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SECRETARY BAKER ON VALUE OF R.O.T.C. 

In a recent speech at Lehigh University the Secretary 
of War said: “A college education which has left un- 
touched the fitting of its ‘subject for active service ‘un 
his country’s flag is and must be incomplete. In the’ 
R.O.T.C. the college finds this vital addition to its cur- 
riculum, and the student who pursues the training which 
it offers finds the opportunity for physical and mental 
development which completes his equipment for the bat- 
tles of life.’ Of this an officer of the General Staff 
writes: “It is believed that this utterance is so wise in 
its counsel and so pregnant of meaning that it is worthy 
of a wide circulation. The Secretary has been very en- 
thusiastic in his support of the R.O.T.C.”

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SENATE ARMY BILL COMPLETED. 
Slight Alterations from 8S. 3688. © 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, Senator 
Wadsworth chairman, having completed on Jan. 26 its 
consideration of the Army Reorganization bill, the meas- 
are was reported as S. 3792 to the Senate on Jan. 28. 
The final draft does not differ materially from the bill 
which appeared in full in our issue of Jan. 17, page 594, 
as S. 3688, although the committee has heeded the criti- 
cisms of the Secretary of War on the three provisions 
relative to the board of officers to select the initial list 
of staff officers, the legislating of General Pershing into 
the office of Chief of Staff, which is completely elimi- 
nated, and the Undersecretary of War. Several sections 
of the original bill have been transposed, some typo- 
graphical errors corrected and one additional provision 
inserted relative to the U.S. Military Academy. In the 
composition of the Army of the United States, the Phil- 
ippine Scouts and the Porto Rico regiment of Infantry 
are inserted, and the latter unit included in the perma- 
nent overseas garrisons. ‘he changes by section are as 
follows: 

Permanent Personnel.—Now provides 609 colonels, in: 
stead of 611; 685 lieutenant colonels, instead of 688; 
2,283 majors, instead of 2,292; 4,564 captains, a reduc- 
tion of 20; 4,838 first lieutenants, a reduction of 17; 
2,740 second lieutenants, a reduction of 12. Enlisted 
strength, 280,000, instead ef 265,200, but this number is 
te include the enlisted strength of the Medical Service 
and Philippine Scouts. 

Assignment of Permanent Personnel.—A new provi- 
sion states “that hereafter no detail or assignment of an 
officer shall carry advanced rank except as otherwise 
specifically provided herein.” 

The Air Corps.—A new provision states: “That not 
to exceed ten per centum of the officers of the permanent 
personnel herein provided for the Air Corps who fail to 
qualify as aircraft pilots or as observers within one year 
after the date of such detail or assignment shall be per- 
mitted to remain detailed or assigned to the Air Corps.” 
The provision that the total number of flying cadets 
shall not exceed 2,5 is clarified by the addition of the 
following: “And shall not be counted and included in 
the total number of enlisted men herein authorized.” 
Corps of Engineers.—Officers allowed cut from 1,100 


to 900. 

General Staff Corps.—Board to prepare initial eligi- 
ble list of staff officers to consist of “the General of the 
Army, the commandant of the General Staff College, 
the commandant of the General Staff School and two 
other general officers of the lime, to be selected by the 
Seeretary of War.” The qualifications for duty as Gen- 
eral Staff officers with troops have been expanded so as 
to embrace commanders cf brigades, assistant chiefs of 
staff of a division or higher unit, and “those officers 
who, as permanent or emergency members of the General 
Staff since April 6, 1917, have demonstrated by actual 
service that they are qualified for assignment and detail 
to the General Staff Corps. After the preparation of 
the initial eligible list no officer shall be added thereto 
unless such officer, upon graduation from the General 
Staff School, has been specially recommended as quali- 
fied for duty as a General Staff officer with troops.” It 
is provided further, “that hereafter no officer shall be 
detailed as a student officer at the General Staff College 
unless he is a General Staff eligible specially selected 
for further training for duty in the War Department 
General Staff or for high command. But nothing here- 
in shall be construed as preventing the detail of officers 
of the several corps and services as special students in 
courses designed to inform such corps and services as to 
their proper duties and functions in carrying out the 
plans and policies of the Department of War.” Also, 
“the Secretary of War shall publish annually the list of 
officers eligible for General Staff duty,-and the fact of 
such eligibility in the case of each eligible officer shall 
be noted in the annual Army Register.” As stated, the 
provision which would have made General Tershing 
Chief of Staff has been eliminated. 

New Provision for Military Attachés. 

A new provision reads: “Military attachés and as- 
sistant military attachés at American embassies and 
legations abroad shall be detailed from the officers of 
the permanent or reserve personnel in the grades from 
major to colonel, inclusive, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. Whenever officers of suitable quali- 
fications and of the rank herein prescribed are not avail- 
able for such detail, the President is authorized. by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, to detail offi- 
cers of lower rank, with temporary rank of colonel, or 
major; and officers so detailed skall have the pay and 
allowances of such tempcrary rank during the duration 
of such detail; provided, that the number of officers so 
detailed shall not exceed three at any embassy or two 
at any legation.” 

The Undersecretary of War.—The phrase “after con- 
sideration in the War Council” has been eliminated in 
two instances relative to the direction of this secretary 
for the procurement of munitions, etc., and regarding 
the number of. officers and civilian employees, and the 
provision inserted that the detail to the office shall come 
“from the corps and services engaged in procurement.” 
The Council is enlarged to include the following: Seecre- 
tary of War, Undersecretary of War, General of the 
Army and the Chief of Staff. 

In the transfer of the duties of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs to the office of the Undersecretary, which pro- 
vides that the present chief of that bureau, Major Gen. 
Frank MelIntyre, shall retain the rank prescribed by 
law for this detail, the following has been added: “The 
President may. by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, appoint said officer to be an officer of the 
grade that he would have held and to occupy the rela- 
tive position that he would have occupied if he had not 
been appointed as chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs.” 

Medical Service—Relative to the permanent com- 
missioned personnel, a new provision states: “That not 
more than five per cent. of the officers of the Medical 
Corps herein authorized shall have the rank of colonel, 
and not more than eight per cent. shall have the rank of 
lieutenant colonel.” For the Dental Corps a new provi- 
sion reads: “Provided that not more than two and one- 
half per cent. of the officers of the Dental Corps herein 
authorized shall have the rank of colonel and not more 
than five per cent. shall have the rank of lieutenant 
Kee Veteri C he provision i

not exceed, one for every 2,000 of the total enlisted 
strength of the permanent personnel authorized from 
time to time by law. The officers of the Medical Ad- 
ministrative Corps shall be utilized so far as practicable 
in the performance of the business and administrative 
functions of the Medical Service, such as adjutants of 
medical units, registrars of hospitals, pharmacists. medi- 
eal property and supply officers, hocpital mess officers, 
and in other positions where the special professional 
training of medical officers-is not required.” 


Filling Vacancies in Medical Corps. 


Of the vecancies in the Medical, Dental and Veteri- 
nary Corps caused by the act, it is directed that tie 
President may fill them by appointment to date from 
three instead of six months after the approval of the 
act. It is also provided: “For the purpose of future 
promotion, persons so appointed shall be considered as 
having had, on the day of appointment, sufficient prior 
service to bring them to their respective grades under 
the rules of prumotion established in this section.” Iu 
computing length of service, “volunteers” are now in- 
cluded, and the words “contract denta{ surgeons” in- 
serted; they are to be credited with their service. It is 
now provided that the Army Nurse Corps shal! have 
“assimilated” rank instead of “relative” rank, and shall 
be regarded as having authority in and about military 
hospitals “next after the commissioned officers of the 
Medical Service,” instead of “medical officers of the 
Army.” 

Appointment of Officers of the Permanent Personnel 
other than Officers of the Medical Service and Chap- 
lains.—Minor changes provide that appointments shall 
be made in six instead of three months after the passage 
of the act. 

Promotion List for Officers of the Permanent Person- 
nel other than Officers of the Medical Service and Chap- 
lains.—Omissions of the Porto Rico regiment, the Sig- 
nal Corps and Volunteers have been corrected in this 
provision. In computing length .£ service this sentence 
has been added: “Second lieuenants of the Quarter- 
master Corps shall be credited with service as pay 
clerks rendered since Aug. 24, 1912.” 

Promotion and Elimination of Officers of the Perma- 
nent Personncl.—The classification stands as in the first 
draft of the bill, with these additional provisions: “That 
no officer shall be classified below Class A solely because 
of recent appointment or short service in his grade.” 
Also: “That no officer shall be finally classified in Class 
C until he shall have been given an opportunity to ap- 
pear before a court of inquiry. In such court of inquiry 
he shall be furnished with a full copy of the official ree- 
ords upon which the proposed classification is based and 
shall be given an opportunity to present testimony in his 
own behalf. The record of such court of inquiry shall be 
forwarded to the final classification board for reconsid- 
eration of the case, and after such reconsideration the 
finding of such classification board shall be final and not 
subject to further revision except upon the order of the 
President.” Also: ‘The officer concerned shall be given 
a hearing by this board and in general shall have the 
rights of an officer being tried by court-martial.” 

Appointment, Assignment, Promotion and Elimination 


“of Reserve Officers.—This section contains a new provi- 


sion, as follows: “Reserve officers shall be subject to 
call for active service for training as may be prescribed 
by regulation and to the extent provided for from time 
to time by appropriations; and for this specific purpose 
the President is authorized to order reserve officers, in- 
cluding those assigned to the National Guard of the 
United States, into active service for a period not ex- 
ceeding three weeks in any one year.” : 

Relative Rank of Officers ——The provision, “That in 
case of an officer of the permanent personnel such active 
service (for the purpose of taking rank) shall be consid- 
ered as commencing on the date of rank stated in the 
commission which he then holds” has been deleted. 

Assignment of Officers of Temporary Rank.—This has 
been expanded to include “The President, in the Army at 
large,” in the authorization to assign officers. 


New Military Training Provision. 


Limitation on Detached Service—This provision has 
been clarified by rewriting it and provision inserted that 
no officer “below the grade of brigadier general” as- 
signed to a combatant arm shall be detached for duty in 
the District of Columbia, etc. 

Military Training—A new provision reads: “There 
shall be two periods of training in each calendar year, 
To such extent as may be consistent with effective train- 
ing and economical administration and subject to regu- 
lations prescribed by the President, persons liable to 
training shall be permitted to elect such training ‘in 
either of two training periods.” 

Classes of Training.—This is the same, with the addi- 
tion: “Provided, further, that all persons inducted into 
the Navy for naval training or any preparatory educa- 
tion therefor required by this act shall receive such 
training and shall be organized in such manner as may 
be prescribed in regulations established by the President 
or as may hereafter be provided by law.” 

Ezemption from —— to Training —Exemption of 
students for the ministry has been stricken out of the 
bill, and to the provision relative to dependents thig 
amendment by Senator Spencer added: “Provided, That 
in case any person called for the training shall have de- 
pendents within the meaning of the Act of Congress, 
April 18, 1917, entitled ‘An act to authorize the Presi- 
dent to increase temporarily the military establishment 
of the United States,” there shall be paid to such de. 
pendents during the period of training, the amount pro- 
vided by said law, without requiring any allotment from 
the recruit.” 

Registration of Persons Liable for Military Training. 
—This section, which is unchanged, was No. 74 in the 
bill as printed in our issue of Dec. 17, and it has been 
transposed to read Section No. 56. tion 75 has also 
been transposed and is now Section 57, relating to the 
application of existing law. It is unchanged.

hereinafter provided for; Provided,” ctc., as in the origi- 
nal draft. The fourth paragraph begins with this new 
sentence: “Reservists assigned under the provisions of 
this section to the organized reserves shall continue 
therein for a period of five years, when they shall be 
transferred to the unorganized reserves.” 

National Guard Provisions. 

Enlistments in the National. Guard of the United 
States.—The dual oath of allegiance to President and 
Governor remains intact in the bill. Enlisted men in the 
existing National Guard shall “with their consent” be 
recognized as members of the new Guard for the unex- 
pired portion of their ‘present enlistments. The provi- 
sion that on subscribing to the “dual oath” and signing 
enlistment contract an enlisted man shall be given 
credit for the period already served under the old en 
listed contract, has been stricken out. 

Officers of the National Guard of the United States.— 
Territorial commissions are recognized, and this new 
provision written into the bill: “Provided, that no officer 
of the permanent personnel shal! be assigned to the com- 
mand of troops of the National Guard of the United 
States in said District (of Columbia).” 

Training of Reservists in the National Guard of the 
United Statcs.—In the original draft the provision was 
for training of “Recruits.” Otherwise the section is 
unch 

Taability of the National Guard for Service—There 
has been imserted the following: “Prov:d d, that when 
necessary in order to execute the laws of the Union, te 
suppress insurrections, or to repel invasions, the Presi- 
dent may, in his discretion and under regulations to be 
prescribed by him, call into active service the whole or 
any part of the National Guard of the United States, 
for such period as he may direct.” 

Liability of Military Service in Time of War.—Sub 
paragraph (a) has been amended so that the unorgan- 
ized reserves will not be subject to call as provided in 
the original draft. 

Eligibility for Appointment as Cadet, United States 
Military Academy.—This is a new section, and it reads: 
“After the inauguration of the military training herein 
provided for, no person shall be appointed a cadet at the 
United States Military Academy unless he shal! have 
completed the initial military training.” ; 

Military Equipment and Instructors at Other Schools 
and Colleges.—A proviso appended to this section states: 
“That, in time of peace, no retired officer or enlisted 
man shall be detailed on such duty without his consent.” 

Section 87 (S86 in the former draft) has had inserted 
the provision that “officers now carried as additional 
numbers shall no longer be additional” to the permanent 
commissioned personnel. 

Section 89 (S7 in the former dreft) has been almogt 
wholly recast,.so that it provided for the repeal of the 
following sections of the National Defense Act (Act of 
June 3, 1916): 1, 2, 3. 4, 5, 6. 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 14, 15, 
17, 18, 19, 23, 24, 25, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 36, 37,

The bill was approved by the Senate Committee of 
Military Affairs by a vote of nine tu five, the negative 
vete being.in opposition to the military training provi- 
sions of the measure. It was said the minority would 
submit a report to the Senate. 








MINORITY OPPOSES SENATE ARMY BILL. 

Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, member of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, prepared a minority 
report on Jan. 29 opposed to the passage of the Army 
Reorganization bill (S. 3792). Mr. McKellar stated to 
a representative of the ARMY AND Navy JougNAL that 
if the minority, comprising Senators Lenroot, of Wis 
consin; Capper, of Kansas; Sheppard, of Texas, and 
Kirby, of Arkansas, did not sign the report; he would 
file it in the Senate under his own signature. “I pro- 
pose to report it to the Senate without the least pos- 
sible delay,” added the Senator. 

The minority report as drawn up by Senator Me- 
Kellar states that the minority of the committee are op- 
posed to the measure for the following reasons : 

Because it virtually bestows unlimited power and contro! 
over the Army upon the Chief of Staff. We do not believe 
this is wise, not intending in any way tv reflect upon the 
present Ohief of Staff. : 

Because it repeals substantially all of the provisions of the 
act of June 3, 1916, known as the National Defense act, 
which act they believe should be the basis of any new legis- 
lation needed. Amendments to said National Defense act are 
all that is now necessary. 

Because it repeals the time-honored and salutary contro! of 
Congress over the Army and introduces a one-man militarism 
along German lines. Because it needlessly changes the names 
of staff organizations, disregarding time-honored names. Be- 
cause it extravagantly and inefficiently divides up the various 
staff departments. ‘ee 

Because it destroys the National Guard of the various 
states and in lieu thereof seeks to enact what the minority 
believe to be an unconstitutional United States National 
Guard. Because the bill seeks to give to the Executive 
nominally that control of the Army which heretofore has been 
exercised by Congress. In reality, it gives the Chief of Staff 
that control. Because it takes 64,168 of the men provided 
for in the bill and makes them ‘‘speciatists,’’ with an in- 
crease in their monthly pay of $5 to $3v in addition to their 
pay as privates. Because it gives to the President the power 


to increase or decrease the Army, not to exceed twenty per 
centum of the personnel, a power that the Executive should 
not have. — / . . 

Because it provides for an indeterminate and enormous in 


crease in peace time of the General Staff Corps. Because it 
substantially re-enacts, in so far as the Army is concerned 
the Overman act, an act which, on its face, carried enormous 
powers to be used only in war and which act never would 
have been passed but for the statement on its face that it 
was to go out of force upon the conclusion of the war. Be- 
cause it divides the War Department into three distinct 
branches—one presided over by the Secretary of War, one 
by the Chief of Staff and the third presided over by the 
Under Secretary of War, created by the act. The designation 
of this last officer as ‘‘Under Secretary’’ should not be 
agr to. Assistant Secretary is a proper designation, and 
the minority is opposed to the creation of the office of Under 
Se . This section provides that under certain circum- 
stances the action of the War Department is to be determined 
by @ majority vote of these three efficers. It is inconceivable 
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how anyone could be for such a provision. 
pever makes for efficiency. 

Because it takes the Quartermaster Corps and divides it up 
into several other corps known as the Transportation Service, 
the Finance Service and the Construction Service. It is 
estimated that this division of the Quartermaster Corps into 
these three services will cost not less than $33,000,000 and 
the efficiency of the corps will be immeasurably injured. An 
estimate of the increase in this department will be given later. 
Because it destroys the ‘‘Manchu’’ law, which provides that 
once every four years at least an Army officer shall serve 
with troops—a law that no man familiar with thg Army can 
be found to argue against. Because the bill provides that 
certain officers from general to lieutenant may be appointed 
at will by the President nominally, but really by the.Chief of 
Staff. It is further provided that ‘‘persons’’ (no limit is 
to numbers) specifically qualified in education, profession and 
technical matters, including transportation, production and 
finance, may be appointed by the President alone under such 
regulations as he may prescribe to co-operate and assist the 
General Staff or one or more of the services. With such @ 
provision in the law, the General Staff would be entrenched 
in the Government in such a way as might soon destroy it. 
It would certainly leave the door open to every species of 
rotten polities in the Army, and possible graft. Because 
certain officers are to be appointed by the President without 
the advice and consent of the Senate. Because it provides 
for the appointment of an indefinite number of generals and 
lieutenant generals in times of peace. . 

Because it provides for universal military training at an 
enormous expense to the taxpayers of the U.S., when we have 
at least 4,000,000 young men in the country already well 
trained and ready for any emergency for many years to come, 
Whatever the merits of universal military training, there is 
no necessity for putting it into force now when the nation is 
laboring under such a load of debt, and when we have an 
ample number of well trained soldiers immediately available. 
Even the advocates of the system ought not to insist upon it 
now. They ought to be willing to postpone it for a few years. 
Because it is believed that if this bill is enacted into law, 
the War Department alone will cost the American people 
more than $1,000,000,000 per year, and yet without serving 
better purpose than is served by the present law. The figures 
will be furnished in a later part of this report. Because the 
National Defense act is a carefully constructed piece of legis- 
lation based upon American traditions, law, ideals and insti- 
tutions. Under it the United States won the greatest war in 
all history. There is no demand or necessity of a chan e. 
The minority does not believe there is any necessity for 
changing this splendid law, and especially it does not believe 
that it should be changed for a law based upon German ideals 
of military autocracy, such as the bill favored by the majority. 


Divided control 
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HOUSE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 
Committee Holds Executive Session. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs continued 
work on its Army Reorganization bill during the past 
week, Chairman Kahn being in executive session with 
the full committee every day passing on various sections 
of the measure. It is understood that members of the 
committee agreeable to compulsory military training are 
favorable to the appointment of Representative New- 





ton, of Missouri, to the committee to succeed Repre-. 


sentative La Guardia, resigned. Mr. Newton is regarded 
as in sympathy with legislation for universal military 
training. Representative Harrold, named for the va« 
cancy, declined the place because of opposition in the 
Military Committee. Dr. Joseph Kossuth Dixon, of 
Philadeliphia, and Thomas L, Sloan, president of the 
American Indian Association, and a delegation of In- 
dians were heard by the committee on Jan. 28 on the 
uestion of incorporating one or more Indian divisions 
in the new Army. Dr. Dixon and Mr. Sloan said that 
the Indians were greatly interested in the project. Dele- 
gations were present from the Black Feet and Flat Head 
tribes of Montana, 
Agreement on Main Principles of Bill. 


The committee came to an agreement on Jan. 29 on 

practically all principles of Army reorganization, except 
that dealing with universal military training. Provision 
was made for an Army Air Service, despite the move- 
ment for a unified Government air control under a 
geparate department, whose head would have the status 
of a Cabinet officer. Provision also was made for mainte 
mance of the Chemical Warfare Service as a separate 
corps for experimental purposes, and for the Construc- 
tion and Transportation Corps, but these will be a part 
of the Quartermaster Corps. : 
a separate chaplain corps, but to increase their number 
go as to provide one chaplain fo reach 1,200 enlisted men. 
Another decision of the committee was to leave the de- 
tails of tactical organization to the discretion of the War 
Department. The committee voted to continue the 
Finance Service as a separate organization.

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PROPOSES SIGNAL CORPS OF 8,400 MEN. 


Major Gen. George O. Squier, Chief Signal Officer ; 
Col. Gharles McK. Saltzman, §8.C., and Vice President 
J. J. Carty, of the Bell Telephone Co., of New York city, 
who held an emergency commission in the Army during 
hostilities, were heard by the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs on Jan. 28 in connection with the proposed 
reorganization of the Signal Corps. Mr. Carty said that 
it was necessary at all times to maintain the Signal 
Corps in the highest efficient state possible and he urged 
that hereafter a number of graduates from technical 
schools be commissioned in order that the Signal Corps 
may have the best technically trained men available. 
General Squier and Colonel Saltzman concurred with Mr, 


Carty in this view. . : 
General Squier submitted the following tentative sec 


tion for the y bill: 

Section 13.—That Section 13 be, and the same is hereby 

ended by striking out the same, and inserting the following 
iy lieu thereof: The Signal Oorps.—The Signal Corps shall con- 
gist of one Chief Signal Officer with the rank of major general, 
two brigadier generals, 510 officers in grades from colonel to 
gecond lieutenant, inclusive, who shall be permanently commis- 
sioned in the Signal Corps, and 8,400 enlisted men, such part 
of whom as the President may direct being formed into tactical 
units organized as he may prescribe; provided that not more 
than 50 per cent, of the vacancies in the grades of first lieu- 
tenant and second lieutenant may be filled by the appointment 
of civilian graduates of approved technical schools and colleges, 
subject to technical examination by a board of Signal officers; 
and further provided that for the performance of the technical 
duties of the Signal Corps the enlisted personnel shall include 
not less than the following per cent. of the various grades: 
first grade, 2 per cent.; second grade, 7 per cent.; third grade, 
10 per cent.; fourth grade, 20 per cent.; fifth grade, 45 per 
cent,; sixth grade, 9 per cent.; and that the enlisted personnel 
of the grade of private (first class) and private shall include 
not less than the following per cent. of specialists of the various 
ratings: first rating, 1.30 per cent.; second rating, 2.74 per 
cent.; third rating, 3.80 per cent.; fourth rating, 7.61 per cent:

further provided that all technical signal supplies and signal

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It was decided not to have- 


Corps organized into tactical units shall be considered as a part 
of the combatant arms of the Army. 

Colonel Saltzman submitted the following recommen 
dations: 

In order for the Signal Corps to properly fanction in an 
Army of 280,000 enlisted men, it is recommended: 

1. That the commissioned and enlisted personnel of the 
Signal Corps be 3 per cent. of the commissioned and enlisted 
personnel of the Army. The lessons of the war demonstrated 
that it cannot be done with less. The duties of the Signal Corps 
have increased during the war, 

- The war has clearly demonstrated that the ‘detail system” 
can no longer be worked in the technical duties of the Signal 
Corps, and it is recommended that all Signal Corps personnel be 
permanently commissioned in that arm, 

8. In order that the Signal Corps attract educated young 
men from outside, it is recommended that the law permit that 
not more than 50 per cent. of the vacancies in the grade of first 
lieutenant and second lieutenant be filled by the appointment of 
civilian graduates of recognized technical schools. If the Signal 
Corps each year can fill a certain number of vacancies by get: 
ting bright young men from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and other similar institutions, it will increase effi- 
ciency, 

4. It is recommended that all technical signal equipment 
and supplies be purchased, stored and issued by the Signal 
Corps. This technical equipment is very complicated, requires 
the services of specialists in purchasing it, in assembling it, 
and caring for it. If some other department stores it, they must 
have specialists to assemble the equipment and maintain it, 
thereby necessitating a duplication of technical personnel. Fort 
many years previous to the war, the Signal Corps supplied the 
Army with technical signal equipment from four smal] depots 
located at Army posts, one in the East, one in the West, one in 
the North and one in the South, and did it efficiently and eco 
nomically. 

5. That only that portion of the Signal Corps organized inte 
tactical units be considered a part of the line of the Army, for 
the reason that the Signal Corps, in addition to its duty with 
the combatant troops of the Army, has a second function as a 
supply corps and a research corps, The Chief Signal Officer, by 
his assignments, can interchange officers between the tactical 
units and the supply and research department, thus keeping 
them up to date concerning Army requirements. If the entire 
corps is considered as a combat arm, the Chief Signal Officer’s 
hands will often be tied in using his technical men, as it will 
then be necessary under regulations to take a technical man 
away from the technical job and for which he is best fitted and 
send him to a tactical unit where he is not needed or suited. 
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ARMY AND NAVY AIRCRAFT POLICY. 
Now Adopted by Two Departments. 

The policy of the Army and Navy relating to aircraft 
is announced in the followtng statement issued from the 
Office of the Chief of Staff on Jan. 22. It has been ap- 
proved by the Aeronautical Board, the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy, and is published for the 
information and guidance of all concerned: 

Aircraft to be used in the operations of war shall be 
designated: (a) Army aircraft; (b) Navy aircraft; 
(c) Marine aircraft. Army aircraft are those provided 
by the War Department and manned by Army personnel. 


Navy aircraft are those provided by the Navy Depart- 
ment and manned by Navy personnel. Marine aircraft 





are those provided by the Navy Department and manned~ 


by Marine Corps personnel. The Marine Air Service is 
a branch of the Naval Air Service. 

Functions of Aircraft. 
The functions of the Army, Navy and Marine aircraft 
are; : 
Army aircraft. Operations from bases on shore: 
(a) As an arm of the mobile army; (b) against enemy 
aircraft in defense of all shore establishments; (c) alone 
or in co-operation with other arms of the Army or with 
the Navy, against enemy vessels engaged in attacks on 
the coast such as: (1) Bombardment of the coast; 
(2) operations preparatory to or of landing troops; 
(3) operations such as mine laying or attacks on ship- 
ping in the vicinity of defended ports. 

Navy aircraft. Operations from mobile floating bases 
or from naval air stations on shore: (a) As an arm of 
the Fleet; (b) for overesas scouting; (c) against en- 
emy establishments on shore when such operations are 
conducted in co-operation with other types of naval 
forces, or alone when their mission is primarily naval; 
(d) to protect coastal sea communications by (1) re- 
connaissance and patrol of coastal sea areas; (2) con- 
voy operations; (3) attacks on enemy submarines, air- 
craft or surface vessels engaged in trade prevention, or 
in passage through the sea area; (e) alone or in co- 
operation with other arms of the Navy, or with the 
Army, against enemy vessels engaged in attacks on the 
coast. 

Marine aircraft. The functions normally assigned to 
Army aircraft shall be performed by the Marine aircraft 
when the operations are in connection with an advance 
base in which operations of the Army are not repre- 
sented. When Army and Marine aircraft are co-operat- 
ing on shore the control of their operations shall be gov- 
erned by the 120th Article of War. 

The functions of gircraft assigned under Army (c) 


“and Navy (e) are a duplication of functions. In such 


operations co-operation is vital to success. Such co- 
operation shall be governed by the following provisions: 
(a) The naval district forces, vessels and aircraft, will 
never be strong enough to prevent an attack on the 
coast by major units of the enemy fleet. When, there- 
fore, an enemy force of a strength greatly superior to 
that of the naval foree available for use against it ap- 
proaches the coast the commander of the naval force 
shall inform the commander of the Army department of 
the situation, shall assunie that the Army has a para- 
mount interest in the operation, and shall co-ordinate 
the operations of the naval forces with those of the mili- 
tary forces. (b) If, however, the conditions are such 
that the enemy is, or can be, engaged by a naval force 
approximating in strength to that of the enemy, the com- 
mander of the Army department shall be so informed 
and he shall assume the Navy has a paramount interest 
in the operation and shall co-ordinate the operations of 
the military forces with those of the naval forces. - 


Production and Training. 


The functions of aircraft above assigned shall govern 
in the production of aviation equipment, training of 
aviation personnel and establishment of air stations for 
the War and Navy Departments. Such assignment shall 
not prevent the employment of Army and Marine air- 
craft in naval functions upon the request of the senior 
naval officer present, or vice versa, the employment of 
naval aircraft in Army functions upon request of the 
senior Army or Marine officer present on shore; nor 
shall it prevent the employment of Army, Navy or Ma- 
rine aircraft when no other air service is co-operating 
in the operation, in any manner which shall-be most 
effective in accomplishing the mission of the force. 

All- questions: regarding the*pélicy of the War and 


‘Navy Departments with regard to-the tactical and stra- 


tegical functions of aircraft, and to the location of air 





stations, shall be addressed to the Joint Board for con- 
sideration and recommendation to the Seeretary of War 


and the Secre of the Navy. 
The name of the board now known as the Joint —_ 
and Navy Board on Aeronautics is changed to the Aerd 


nautical Board. 

To prevent duplication, and to secure co-ordination, 
plans of new projects for the construction of aircraf 
for experimental stations, for coastal air stations, an 
for stations to be used jointly by the Army and Navy, 
or for extensive additions thereto, shall be submitted to 
the Aeronautical Board for recommendation. 

The development of new types of aircraft, or of weap- 
ons to be used from aircraft, so far as practicable, shall 
be assigned to and carried on by one Air Service. This 
restriction shall not prevent the employment by either 
Air Service of any types of aircraft or weapons, which, 
after development, are considered to be necessary for 
the accomplishment of its functions. Questions relating 
to the development of new types of aircraft or weapons 
to be used from aircraft shall be referred to the Aero- 
nautical Board for recommendation as to which Air Ser- 
vice shall be charged with the development. All infor- 
mation pertaining to experiments in connection with 
aviation shall be exchanged promptly between the Army 
and Navy Air Services. 

_ Whenever possible, training and other facilities of 
either Air Service shall be made available for, or be used 
by, the other Service. Before arranging to purchase 
aircraft each Service shall attempt to secure aireraft of 
the type desired from or through the other Service. In 
the interests of economy, heavier-than-air craft shall be 
provided in preference to non-rigid, semi-rigid or rigid 
dirigibles whenever the former can satisfactorily pere 
form the service required. All estimates of appropria- 
tions for the Army and Navy aviation programs shall 
be presented to the Aeronautical Board for review and 
recommendation before submission to Congress.

The 75,000 men have been allotted to fifty-six recruit- 
ing districts, and in addition to the usyal recruiting 
equipment Colonel Traub said everything in the 

and practically every man is being used to make the 
campaign a success. Even the newly enlisted men are 
being utilized to bring into the Army the right sort ot 
material from their home towns. He said that his expe- 
rience at Fort Thomas, Ky., proved to him that the 
class of young men coming into the Army was in every 
essential the same as the class who fought in France. At 
that post, he said, the whole outfit was absolutely con- 
tented and extremely keen to benefit through the facili- 
ties offered in education and vocational training. ‘The 
people in Kentucky and adjoining states, he said, had 
become so interested in the work that gifts of equipment 
for the schools and camp were constantly being received. 
Colonel ‘Traub said the Secretary of the Treasury had 
been requested to place at the disposal of the Army all 
the organization and machinery available which had 
been used in the Liberty loan campaigns. Clergymen of 
every denomination have also becn urged through letters 
to make Feb. 22 an “Army Sunday,” and combine with 
the presentation of the French memorial certificates on 
that day av appeal to their young men to join the Regu- 
lar Army. Fifty-six officers from the Medical Depa®™- 
ment left Washington this week, each assigned to a re 
cruiting district. Through their work it is expected that 
much time and travel expense will be saved, and that the 
usual average of sixty per cent. rejections by recruiting 
officers will be materially reduced by having a physician

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NAVY ENLISTED PAY INCREASE PASSED, 

The House on Jan. 24 passed H.R. 11297, the Navy 
bonus pay bill introduced by Mr. Kelley, to increase the 
pay of the enlisted personnel of the Navy and Coast 
Guard. The text of the bill appeared on page 646 of 
our issue of Jan. 24, with report of the House Naval 
Committee which accompanied the bill when it was in- 
troduced on Jan. 21. ‘The vote stood: For, 311; 
against, 10; not voting, 107. Before the passage of the 
bill its provisions were discussed at length by a number 
of members. Representative Kelley declared that “the 
situation in the Navy is extremely critical so far as the 
skilled men are concerned. Whe the armistice was 
signed the Navy had about 500,000 men. It was de- 
mobilized by July 1 last to 275,000 men, and at present 
time there are about 100,000,men in the Navy. ‘These 
100,000 men who are now in the Navy are nearly all 
young boys, eighteen or nineteen years of age. The 
skilled mechanics and officers of the enlisted personnel 
necessary to man these complicated ships and take care 
of the machinery, the boilers and the engines have nearly 
all left the Service. As a result of this shortage of 
skilled men the great majority of the ships of the Navy 
are tied up. We took about half of the fleet to the Pa- 
cific, but as soon as it arrived there the term of enlist- 
ment of thousands of men expired and they.were dis- 
charged under legislation previously passed by Congress. 
Therefore, the greater portion of the Navy in the Pa- 
cific. is tied up at the navy yard at Mare Island and 
the ‘navy yard at Bremerton for lack of men to man the 
ships in these higher ratings. The Navy Department 
has secured the training stations for men who have fad 
any degree of mechanical training. If a boy has been 
in school for two or three months, or perhaps a less 
timé, at one of these training stations, where ordinarily 
he would remain a year pursuing his mechanical course, 
therNavy Department has taken him out and sent him 
to sea. But even then the majority of the ships of the 
Navy are not really in .commission to-day. This is a 
most dangerous situation so far as the ships and the 
men are concerned. ‘The reason for this shortage of 
skilled men is apparent. The man who has been in the 
Navy for a fw years is an ideal man for. the merchant 
ships. We paying on the -avérage $6.40 a day in 
the Navy for. skied” mechanics, while a man in the 
Navy occupyinz a position of great importance on board 
ship has been getting $83 a month. If he went out of 
the Service and into the navy yard he could draw as 
high as $2,000 a year.” 

Congressman W. H. Newton said that while he fa- 
vored the raising of the pay of the enlisted men, “yet I 
notice that there is no provision whatever made for an 
increase in the pay of the commissioned officers of the 
Navy, whose pay has not been raised since the year 
1908.” He “hoped the committee will before very long 
report out a bill that will attempt to do justice to the 
commissioned, officers of the Navy.” : 

Congressman C. J. Linthicum asked: “If there is 
this scarcity of men in the Navy, why would it not be 
a good idea to take the graduates from the Naval Acad- 
emy and men who have been serving in the Coast Guard 
for many years and put them in the Navy to help?’ 
To ,which Congressman Kelley replied that “the Coast 
Guard is in as bad a condition as the Navy. That Ser- 
vice has no skilled men to spare. There is a shortage 
of a thousand men in the Coast Guard out: of-a total of 
5,000.” Congressman Linthicum observed that “there 
are guardsmen there that have been serving for twenty- 
five years,” to which Mr. Kelley replied: “They are offi- 
cers. ‘This bill deals with the enlisted force only.” 

Mr. Linthicum then said: I want to ask the gentle- 
man if it is the intention of your committee to take care 
of the commissioned officers of the Navy? Is there any 
immediate prospect of doing that?” Mr. Kelley an- 
swered: “In my opinion and in the opinion of the mem- 
bers of the committee some relief ought to be given to 
at least the lower grades of the commissioned personnel 
of the Navy. I cannot, of course, forecast the future 
action of the committee.” Asked by Congressman J. F. 
Miller, “Have you any assurance that you will get the 
desired mer (enlisted) with the increased pay, even in- 
cluding the bonus?’ Mr. Kelley replied: “I think this 
will do -the business. Of course, nobody can tell, but 
the men themselves seem to think that considering the 
superior service of the Navy, the better care that they 
have in the Navy, the love of the Service and all that, 
and the retiring benefits, if they stay in the Navy long 
enough, that everything taken together, this increase 
would induce the men that are now in to stay and will 
get back those who have left during the last six or‘eight 
months. This is the judgment of the committee and the 
judgment of the Bureau of Navigation.” 

Congressman Pell- said: “I expect to vote for thie 
bill on the ground that almost any bill of this sort is 
better than none, but it seems to me a great mistake is 
being made in not including the commissioned officers, 
men who have been trained, whose training and educa- 
ton have cost the Government really great sums of 
money, who are in a position to-day, every man of them, 
to go out and draw a salary of two or three or four 
times as much as they are getting from the United 
States. These men are held in their places to-day by 
the traditions of the Navy and their own genuine pa- 
triotism. That loyalty which we have always had 


* from our naval officers has beeq a thing in which every 


American should take a proper pride, and we have a 
right here to ask those men for loyalty, but we have no 
right to :sk them for martyrdom. ‘We have not got 
the right to take men upon whom we impose tremen- 
dous responsibilities and place them in a position. where 
it is quite impossible for them to live. An officer must 
live like a gentleman. He ‘aust spend a certain sum of 
money on appearancd. H¢ must keep his family prop- 
erly: And it is to-d?%/ abwwlutely impossible for any offi- 
cer to do that on hi sal/sry, and we are losing by resig- 
nation thousands of me every day who may some day 
be needed. These mm with their spirit, their training 
and their organizition cannot easily be replaced. The 
time will come whe7, thts so-called economy will be 
shown to be the mog! tefrific extravagance.” 

After further brief Giscussion the bill was put to 
a vote.

THE SIXTY-SIXTH -~ CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 
Air Department Bill Before Senate. 


The Senate on Jan. 28 began consideration of the 
New bill creating a Federal Department of Aeronautics 
which would co-ordinate and supervise all military and 
commercial flying activities under the central authority 
of a director of aeronautics, who would report directly 
to the President. In opening the discussion Senator 
New said: “American genius has always led the way in 
the aeronautical development, and the American Govern- 
ment has always failed to give it recognition. As a re- 
sult, when we entered the war we were without any 


equipment or development in this direction. Nothing 
could have been more absurd than the program that 
was brought forward -vhen, after we entered the war, 
we undertook to secure production of machines. That 
program included ten different types which it was pro- 
posed to construct at a time when nobody in this country 
knew anything about the problems involved.” Continu- 
ing, he said that after many difficulties had been over- 
come the country had developed a capacity of turning 
out 11,000 to 12,000 machines a year, had a working or- 
ganization of twenty-two factories and 300,000 men, and 
had 15,000 trained, expert aviators. “Now all this is 
dissipated,” he said. “The Army still retains about 900 
traftied fliers, but the rest are gone—nobody can tell 
where.” Senator King, of Utah, said: “If the situation 
is so bad as described, somebody ought to be censured 
for it. Is there any excuse for this condition?’ “There 
are reasons, but they are scarcely excuses,” replied Sena- 
tor New. “There has been absolutely no thought by 
any Government official or agency of commercial avia- 
tion.” Great Britain had appropriated $330,000,000 for 
aeronautical development, and France $220,000,000. Con- 
tinuing he said: “England has sold aircraft to every 
South American country with possibly one exception, 
seeking everywhere markets so that its factories may 

kept in operation, while we have allowed ours to be 
shut down. The French government pays 180 francs 
annually toward the salary of every commercial aviator 
and contributes one-fourth the cost price of every com- 
mercial plane. That is its method of keping factories in 
operation and maintaining a personnel of. skilled fliers. 
I have been informed that Great Britain has already 
sold $40,000,000 worth of airplanes to Japan in a single 
order.” The bill would create an aviation corps of 4,000 
officers and 40,000 men, under the direction of the Di- 





. rector of Aeronautics. The purposes of the bill have 


been endorsed by a commission headed by Assistant. Sec- 
retary of War Crowell, which visited Europe and studied 
the steps taken by governments there. The principles 
embodied by Great Britain, France and Italy are con- 
tained in the measure. 

During the debate on the bill in the Senate on Jan. 29 
the proposal to make the director of the service a Cabi- 
net officer was eliminated on motion of Senator Smoot. 
A second amendment by the Utah Senator, reducing the 
director's. salary from $12,000. to $8,000 a year, failed of 
action for lack of a quorum. Sharp opposition to the 
bill developed during the debate. Senator Borah con- 
tended it would increase Air Service expenditures, and 
Senator Gerry asserted that it would foster red tape, 
while Chairman Wadsworth of the Military Committee, 
which reported the measure, argued that it would in- 
crease efficiency and cut expenditures from $50,000,000 
to $60,000,000 a year on the separate air services. 


Purchases of Land, War Department. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, favorably 
reporting the bill (H.R. 8819) which amends the Army 
Appropriations Act of July 11, 1919, so as to authorize 
completion of certain construction work at training 
camps and schools and elsewhere, recommends amend- 
ments.as follows: Completion of the sixty centimeter 
engineering railroad at Camp Benning, Ga., is appropri- 
ated for; the sale of real estate and buildings at Camp 
Gordon shall not be made prior to June 30, 1921. At 
Camp Normoyle, Texas, construction of steel storage 
buildings is authorized and $151,000 appropriated. Sale 
of land and buildings at Camp Eustis, Va., shall not be 
made prior to June 30, 1921. Appropriation of $12,000 
_ — estate, etc., at Langley Field, Va., is cut out of 
the bill. 

The language of the House bill inadvertently would 
cancel all claims and accounts of every kind which the 
Curtiss Airplane and Motor Corporation had against the 
Government, dnd would include current accounts and 
accounts for materials and supplies entirely disconnected 
with the plant, the purchase price of which alone it was 
intended to settle by this article. In order to correct 
this the language has been changed, with the amount re- 
maining the same, $1,804,300.49. 

In October, 1917, the Government determined to erect 
an arsenal for storage and other purposes on the Rari- 
tan‘ river in Middlesex county, N.J. The Government. took 
possession of the land and on Dec. 1, 1919, had $335,- 
000,000 worth of property stored in the 500 buildings 
that have been erected. The Government requisitioned 
the property and awards for the purchase price have 
been arrived at in most of the cases. It is estimated 
that $650,000 will be required to settle the awards which 
have already been made and the adjustments that may 
be necessary. Awards have been made to date aggregat- 
ing $497,000. Senate Joint Resolution 83, which passed 
the Senate, provided for the settlement of these Rari- 
tan Arsenal claims, but the resolution did not pass the 
Hotse. A Senate committee amendment adds to the 
bill Sec. 4, which provides for the settlement of these 
awards and claims. 

’ Claims for Loss of Private Property. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has fayor- 
ably. re the bill (S. 3750) to amend acts of 1885 
- for settlement of claims fot loss of private 
perty in the military ‘The intent of the bill 
to meet and overcome certain weaknesses of existing

law under which the following adverse decisions have 
been rendered to claims: (a) The Auditor has disal- 


,lowed all claims for property lest by: fire unless claim- 


atns can certify that fhe loss. occurred while the clatm- 
ant was engaged in saving Government property. (b) ‘he 
Comptroller has ruled that “money” is not an article of 
property within the meaning of the act. Claims from 
enlisted men whose money was stolen upon being cap- 
tured by the enemy were disapproved, and there are 
claims now pending. covering the loss of money by 
seventy-five enlisted men who entrusted their money to 
an officer for remittances to their homes; which was lost 
because this officer was. captured by the enemy and the 
money was stolen. (c) The Comptroller has recently 
decided that property lost in France cannot be consid- 
ered as having been lost “in field during campaign” un- 
less the claimant was actually in the battle line. ‘his 
decision will affect practically all losses of personal bag- 
gage in the field other than that in course of transporta- 


tion. The Secretary of War has said: “The proposed 
revision clarifies the language of the act and authorizes 
settlement and payment by disbursing officers of the mil- 


itary Service without the submission of claims to the 
Auditor for the War Department. ‘he. administration 
of the act when amended will be safegaarded by the fact 
that each claim will be acted upon by a board of three 
disinterested officers who will recommend the amount to 
be paid, and this payment will be made only upon the 
approval of the Seeretary-of War of the recommendation 
of the board.” 

The House Committee on War Claims, favorably re 
ports the bill, H.R. 9840, for the relief of Capt. bk. V. 
Dickson in the sum of $474.80, to reimburse him for 
eurrency stolen from him without fault or neglect on 
his part, while he was captain, 132d U.S. Infantry, and 
acting disbursing officer at St. Maurice, France, and 
which sum he has since paid into the Treasury in dis: 
charge of his liability as such disbursing officer. 


Deficiency Appropriations. 


H.R. 12046, reported on Jan. 24, is the second defi- 
ciency appropriation bill for the fiscal year 1920. In 
its provisions for the Services an appropriation of $1,- 
729,050 is recommended for the Coast Guard; $55,- 
000,000 for the Bureau of War Risk Insurance. For the 
Military Establishment a number of former authoriza- 
tions in the Signal Service, Medical and Ordnance De: 
partments are recommended for reappropriation and an 
item of $17,500 for a bridge at Fort Leavenworth. The 
Naval Establishment is put down for $732,902.19, as. 
against $10,432,902.19 estimated and asked for by the 
Navy Department. This reduction of $9,700,000 from 
the estimates was attained by cutting the Norfolk dry- 
dock estimate from $751,047.30 to $451,047.30 and 
ignoring entirely the following requests: Bureau of Sup: 
plies and Accounts, maintenance, $1,050,000; Construc 
tion and Repair, $3,250,000; Steam Engineering, $2, 
500,000; Bureau of Yards and Docks, maintenance, $2,: 
500,000 ; Naval Militia, $100,000. 

In a letter of Jan..21 Secretary Daniels called atten- 
tion to the fact. that.the House in November. had passed 
a deficiency appropriation of $10,314,962.19 for con: 
struction and repair, but the Senate had failed to pass 
the bill. . Unless the appropriation is made available, the 
Secretary said, there will .be the. necessity of discharg:- 


‘ing 13,900 skilled artisans, and the efficiency of the fleet 


will suffer seriously. The Committee on Appropriations, 
however, ignored the Department's plea. 

Among the legislative provisions of the bill are these: 

Hereafter when rations for the Coast Guard are commuted - 
they. shall be commuted.at a rate not to exceed the average cost 
of the ration for the preceding six months, as determined by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The Chief of Ordnance is authorized to spend from unex: 
pended balances $6,000,000 for storage facilities; also $95,000 
for land for an. ammunition storage depot near Ogden, Utah. 

Not to exceed $3,000,000 derived from sale of surplus ord- 
nance and ordnance stores shall be credited to the appropriation 
of the Ordnance Department for the fiscal ysar 1920, which is 
available for payment of expenses incurred outside of District 
of Columbia in maintaining salvage activities, including neces- 
sary protection, handling and storage charges, and other inci- 
dental expenses in connection with the preparation for sale of 
surplus war supplies. 

The limitation specified in the Naval Appropriation act for 
the fiscal year 1920 on expenditures for pay of classified em- 
ployees from the appropriation “Maintenance, Bureau of Yards 
and Docks,” is increased by $400,000. 

The limitations specified in the Legislative Appropriation act 
for 1920 on expenditures for pay of skilled draftsmen and other 
technical services in Bureau of Yards and Docks from appro- 
priations and allotments under said bureau is incre by 
$123,000. 

The appropriation, “Pay of the Navy, 1918,” is made avail- 
able to pay claims of officers of U.S. Navy accruing prior to 
July 1, 1918, which have been or may be presented pursuant 
to Act of April 16, 1918, allowing payment of commutation for 
quarters, heat and light to officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps on duty in the field or without the territorial 
jurisdiction of the United States, who maintain a place of abode 
for a wife, child, or dependent parent.

New York, January 24, 1920. 
Hon. James W. Wadsworth, Jr., © 
Military Affairs Committee, The Senate, Washington, D. O. 
Dear Sir: We wish to congratulate you on the splendid piece 
of constructive legislation ¢ in Army Reorganization 
Bill (S. 3688) {now S. 8792] reported by your committee, 
and hope that this will become the basis of our permanent 


military policy. 
The bill embodies the principles which the members of the 





: gies Training Camps Association have supported and 


tively worked to realize since 1913. 

The Military Training Camps Association pledges you its 
support for the bill through an active campaign of its entire 
membership and 1,200 branches distributed throughout the 
country. 

Specifically we believe the bill will receive the support of 
the pennies, because: 

First: It provides a democratic rather than militaristic 
system of national def and recogni t it is as much 
the duty of a citizen to prepare himself to defend his cowatry 
and home in time of need as it is for him to vote, pay taxes 
or serve on a jury; in other words, equality of political oppor- 
tunity implies equality of. political obligation, i.e., all to train 
in time of peace and if necessary serve in time of war. 

Second: It wisely establishes the principle that the pro- 
fessional army is to be gradually reduced to the minimum 
necessary for overseas garrisons, home defense, training and 
administrative work. 

‘Third: A citizen army system is admirably provided for 
through universal training for a period of four months for the 
youth of the country between eighteen and twenty-one, with 
two months’ extra educational traming for the illiterate and 
non-English speaking, the graduates of the training camps 
being organized into reserve units in their home localities 
and called out twice during a period of five years for ma- 
neuvers lasting two wee 

Fourth: lts provisions for Americanization and for vo- 
cational training in trades that will be useful in time of peace, 
and its educational features will go far to solve the pressing 
probleme of Americanization, of illiteracy and of ignorance of 
our language and customs so strongly brought out by the 
statistics of the draft. 

Pifth: The traditions and experience of the war will be 
Perpetuated by the provision enabling the veterans to become 
the nucleus of the citizen army by volunteering for short 
—* to act as instructors and leaders, and preserving the 

esignations of the units that served in the war. 

Sixth: The practical working of the bill will greatly reduce 
the rates of mortality, sickness and physical disability be- 
cause of the admirable provisions for the care of the health 
of the young men — the period of training and while 
members of the or, ized reserves, and further because the 
bill abandons the old professional army system of taking only 
the fittest and provides for the development of defectives. 

Seventh: The provisions for making all veterans eligible to 
obtain commissions as reserve officers in any grade, including 
that of genera! officers or General Staff officers and author- 
izing their appointment as Regular Officers in the grades held 
by them during the war, is not only a proper recognition of 
the service performed by these men, but will secure at the 
outset and without further expense for training a large body 
of officers. 

Eighth: The uirement that all Regular Officers shall be 
classified as (a) fit for promotion, (b) fit for their present 

ade, (c) fit for retirement, will undoubtedly promote ef- 
ciency. 

Ninth: The plan for reorganizing the National Guard of 
the States into a National Guard of the United States, thereby 
becoming an integral part of the citizen army and to be com- 
posed entirely of volunteers, is sound in principle and recog- 
nizes the historic institution that was so lomg our only second 
line “bf defense. 

Tenth: While all young men are required to take training 
the elective principle and the volunteer spirit is maintained 
through the provision that the Guard is to be recruited, up 
to its authorized strength, from the young men subject to 
training who elect te take their training in the Guard. That 
the officers of the Guard are to be Federal Reserve Officers 
recommended (in time of peace) by the governors of the 
several States, preserves the Federal character of the Guard 
and assures efficiency, at the same time recognizing the 
localization of the organization of the Guard. Qualified militia 
officers are also properly recognized by being made eligible 
for appointment as officers to serve in the National Guard.

ent dual obligations of the State Guard are well solved b 
making the Guard a Federal force, with permission to soak 
State to use the Guard within its borders as a State Guard 
when not in Federal active service. 

Twelfth: The bill provides real reorganization of the 
Military Establishment by giving every arm and branch its 
own chief for administrative purposes; by reorganizing the 
War Department and the General Staff; by creating a General 
Staff eligibility list from officers now or hereafter qualified, 
and providing that all General Staff officers must be chosen 
therefrom; by confining the War Department General Staff 
to its proper function of advising the Secretary of War re- 
garding military policy and plans and giving aid and assist- 
ance to him and his executive agent, the Chief of Staff; by 
providing for the creation and maintenance of division, corps 
and army staffs; and by requiring liberal civilian representa 
tion on the sections of the General Staff concerned with the 
citizen army system. 

Thirteenth: The bill wisely provides for the instruction of 

all classes of officers and non-commissioned officers in army 
and civilian educational institutions and industries; and that 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps in colleges is to be main- 
tained and developed. 
_ In closing we desire to thank you for the uniform courtesy 
and consideration shown by you to our association. Your 
wisdom in conferring with the various organizations inter- 
ested in creating a proper system of national defense is and 
will be evidenced by the results achieved and the united 
support that will be given to the bill. 

We are sending you under a separate cover a memorandum 
of suggestions largely concerning typographical corrections. 

We would especially ask you to reconsider: 

(a) The desirability of reducing even further the initial 
authorized enlisted strength of the regular army, having in 
mind the need of economy. 

* * * 

(c) The decision to create a separate army Construction 
Service instead of placing all army construction work under 
the Engineer Corps, which remains charged with the con- 
struction of everything in the nature of fortifications. To 
create two services means duplication and extra burden on 
transport, besides leading to disputes concerning jurisdiction. 

(d) Providing that all plans and recommendations of the 
General Staff prepared for the approval of the Secretary of 
War shall be submitted to the Surgeon-General in order that 
he may either certify that no medica! question is involved or 
make definite recommendations; and creating a medical ad- 
visory board to aid the Surgeon-General consisting of civilian 
experts in sanitation and preventative medicine, physical 
training, social hygiene, internal medicine and surgery. This 
in order that the whole army system, training, mobilization, 
etc., may be sound and progressive from the health standpoint. 

(e) Reducing the period of initial training from the six 
months recommended by our association to four months.

OLD-TIMER.—Marksman who enlisted before Changes 43 
(July, 1916), A.R., was entitled to qualification pay to end 
eof his enlistment if he remained a member of an organization 
armed with the rifle, etc. See old Regulations. 

W. A. C.—Man re-enlisting for one year while in France 
will on discharge receive travel pay to his bona fide home 
if he desires, or to New York. 

OLD-TIMER.—Rights of non-com. officer to quarters or 
commutation are governed by Army Regulations. The Act of 
May 16, 1918, applies to commissioned officers only. 

RETIRED.—If the laws of the state or town in which you 
reside impose a poll tax, no Federal regulation exempts you. 
Ask the local law officers. In the matter of your obligation 
to support your wife this is also for the local laws. 

H. A. Y. asks: (1) I was discharged from the W.A. as 
first sergeant to accept commission. Was later discharged as 
second lieutenant. I bave been discharged over three months. 
Oan I re-enlist and obtain my former grade of first sergeant? 

2) If the proposed legislation for warrant officer for former 
pb is passed will I be eligible if I am still out ef the 
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Service? I was on my fourth enlistment period. Answer: 
(1) No; you might be promoted later to vacancy. (2) Until 
the proposal becomes a law we cannot say what your chances 
would be but according to the bill as introduced you would 
be eligible for examination. 

M. H. asks: If a man of the Regular Army becomes totally 
disabled and he has not a cent of Government insurance is 
he entitled to a compensation, and how much? Answer: Com- 
pensation or disability pension is not dependent upon in- 
surance. Total disability compensation is $100 per month 
under the latest smendment of the War Risk law. Partial . 
disability is less, the amount dependent upon medical survey. 

REGIMENTAL 8S. SERGT.—If you will refer to page 594, 
of our issue of Jan. 17, you will see that in the Wadsworth 
Army Reorganization bill the enlisted personnel is reclassified 
and graded, and that a warrant grade is established, ranking 
next below second lieutenant. The sergeants are graded as 
master sergeants, technica] sergeants, first sergeants, staff ser- 
geants and sergeants.

We have no data as to how many have exchanged 
the C. of M. for D.S.M. We have not published illustrations 
of these decorations.

NAVY G.C.M. CASES. ‘

G.C.M. on Oct. 7, 1919, at the U.S. Neval Academy. Annapolia, 
Md., and was feund guilty of the following : Drunken- 
ness and conduct to the prejudice of good order and discipline.

in the conduct of the trial, but that the interests of the ac- 
cused were not prejudiced by any of the errors the court. 
In his comments the J.A.G. among other things, says that 
in view of the findings of the court it is obvious that it abso- 
lutely refused to believe the testimony of any of the Govern- 
ment’s witnesses, who were fourteen in number, and thirteen 
of whom gave testimony which directly supported allega- 
tions contained in the charges and specifications. 
to be the Department's duty, however,” the J.A.G. says, “‘to 
call the attention of courts-martial to the fact that while the 
testimony of accomplices and co-conspirators is to be viewed 
with suspicion and examined critically, the testimony of an ac- 
cused is of its very nature subject to the same suspicion and 
critieal examination, since his interest in the case q 
than that of any other witness,” and therefore may seriously 
affect the credence that should be given to his testimony.’ 
(Winthrop’s Military Law and Procedure, 2d ed., vol. 1,

“Jt is noted with regret that the court failed in its duty of 
protesiing the witnesses from the abuse of counsel for the ac- 
cused. Although counsel for the accused took advantage of 
every possible opportunity to vilify and abuse the Government's 
witnesses and others connected with the prosecution, and most 
of his assaults were based upon absolutely no evidence before 
the court of misdeeds or bad character, only on one occasion 
did the court assert its authority to stop his abuse and vilifica- 
tion. Attacks upon the character and credibility of witnesses 
were not limited to counsel for the defense, but the aceused 
himself, while on the stand as a witness im his own behalf, 
was permitted by the court to take a hard f the matter and 
frequently to state his opinion of the verseity of the Govern- 
ment’s witnesses, and what he thought of bribe givers in gen- 
eral. It should be remembered by naval courts-martial that 
although evidence that a witness has been convicted of a crime 
js admissible for the purpose of impeaching him, evidence of 
a mere accusation or indictment is not admissible for that pur- 


pose.” 
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REVIEW OF WEST POINT’S HISTORY. 
General Tillman's Report on U.S.M.A. in 1919. 

The annual report of the Superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy for 1919 issued by Brig. Gen. 
Samuel E. Tillman, U.S.A., who was superintendent un- 
til June 12, 1919, deals most interestingly with the many 
difficult problems which had to be met at the Acad- 
emy owing to the World War, and which were suc- 
cessfully mastered. The report tells of the great de- 
mand made on the Academy for trained officers for the 
war, and goes into the details of the graduation of three 
classes direct from the Academy Nov. 1, 1918, for field 
service and the filling up of the vacancies caused thereby 
to the utmost capacity of the institution. The report 
also refers to the curtailment of studies in consequence 
of the war, and the reduction of the course from three 
years to four, and the failure of the War Department to 
follow out the recommendations of the Aéademic Board, 
favoring a four-year course following the signing of the 
armistice. One of the most, interesting features of the 
report is that dealing with the accomplishments of the 
Academy from its beginning to the present time, and 
the splendid record made by its graduates. 

General Tillman, who has been connected with the 
Academy for more than two-thirds of its existence, takes 
occasion to include a brief reference to the purpose, meth- 
ods and accomplishments of the Academy up to the present 
time, and the spirit of West Point that has carried the in- 
stitution through an unbroken existence of 117 years. He 
refers to General Washington's favoring the establish- 
ment of such an institution, and states that although the 
Military Academy was founded in 1802, it did not take 
final definite form until 1817. Until this latter date it 
was without consistent and well defined courses of study. 
At the beginning of the War of 1812, only sixty-five of 
its graduates were in service. A number of these young 
men did excellent and invaluable work in the construe- 
tion of defensive works at important seaports, and won 
for themselves great distinction at that time. “For such 
works, on the defenses of New York,” says General Till- 
man in his report, “West Point’s very first graduate 
[Brig. Gen. Joseph Gardner Swift] was voted ‘a 
benefactor of the city of New York’ and his portrait 
placed in the City Hall. This same first graduate per- 
formed many duties of great importance. Of another 
one of those early graduates General Scott said: “In 
my opinion and perhaps in that of all the Army he 
combined more genius and military science with high 
courage, than any other officer who participated in the 
War of 1812,’ a most extraordinary and gratifying com- 
pliment. Still another of those early graduates who 
was engaged in this work, became two years afterwards, 
in 1817, the great Superintendent and father of the 
academy, General Thayer. Equal distinction and recog- 
nition came to many other of these early graduates, and 
of those serving in the field one-fourth were killed or 
wounded.” 

The experiences of the War of 1812 were not without 
instruction to the nation, and the Military Academy 
thereafter received more considerate treatment. At the 
breaking out of the Mexican War in 1846, there were 
slightly above 500 graduates of the academy in the Ser- 
vice and nearly an equal number in civil life, many of 
whom tendered their services to the War Department. 
With the exception of possessing a greater number of 
educated officers, the country was no better prepared for 
war in 1846 than it was in 1812, but in comparing the 
operations and results of the two wars, the effects of the 
West Point education were unmistakable. Very nearly 
three-fourths of the line officers at the opening of this 
war were graduates and nearly all of the officers of the 
staff corps. The brilliancy of the campaigns which 
brought this war to an early and victorious termination, 
General Tillman adds, testifies to the perfection with 
which the operations were planned and carried out, and 
therefore to the skill of the regimental officers as well as 
to the soldierly ability of the commanding generals. As 
is well known General Scott, many years after the war, 
after abundant time for reflection, gave it as his fixed 
opinion “that but for the graduates of West Point, the 
war between the United States and Mexico might, and 


robably would have lasted four or five years with, in 
its first half, more defeats than victories falling to our 
share, whereas in less than two campaigns we con- 
quered a great country and a peace without the loss of 
a single battle or skirmish.” The Mexican War gave the 
Military Academy a great reputation. In this war over 
one-fourth of the graduates in the Service were killed or 
wounded.

Fourteen years after the close of the Mexican War 
there opened the greatest war in the world’s history up 
to that time. Up to that date there existed no retire- 
ment list for officers of the Army and the senior ranking 
officers were not removed from the active list for age or 
incapacity. Partly due to this, and notwithstanding the 
brilliant record of the graduates and the continual growth 
of the academy in public favor, up to the beginning of 
our Civil War only one graduate of the Military Acad- 
emy had been appointed to the full grade of brigadier 
general in the line and that one declined the appoint- 
ment. While there was“not a single graduate of the 
grade of general offcer in the line of the Army in Janu- 
ary, 1861, in January, 1865, the names of graduates 
alone appear on this list. This pesition had been made 
the reward for successful command in the field. Every 
important battle of the war was commanded on one or 
both sides by graduates, generally both. In a list of 
sixty of the more important battles and campaigns all 
but five were commanded on both sides by graduates. 
Of the five.exceptions, the Army on the one side was 
commanded by a graduate, and in four of these excep- 
tions he was victorious. At the end of the war all the 
armies on both sides were commanded by graduates, 
nearly all of the corps and a majority of the divisions 
and staff corps and supply organizations as well as many 
of the brigades. 

Of the graduates in service on the-Federal side one- 
third reached the general’s grade and over one-half on 
the Confederate side. Those who did not receive the 
general's star were performing services indispensable to 
their armies. One-third of all West Point graduates in 
the war were either killed or wounded. The great na- 
tional and international military distinction gained 
greatly increased the prestige of West Point and made 
world-wide its reputation, and at the same time justified 
the academic and military methods of the institution. 

It was more than thirty years after the close of the 
Civil War when the Spanish War broke out, followed by 
the Philippine Insurrection and the invasion of China. 
During these troubles the principal commands were held 
by non-graduates who were then in the senior position in 
the Regular Army. The graduates were subordinate com- 
manders, and everywhere met the requirements of edu- 
cated and skilled soldiers. 

It is doubtful, General Tillman says, whether the 
American Army, officers and enlisted men, have ever re- 
ceived a higher, more eloquent or more deserved compli- 
ment than that bestowed by the President through the 
Secretary of War in G.O. 66, July 4, 1902, upon the ser- 
vice rendered by them up to that date in Cuba and in 
the Philippines. The graduates of West Point were full 
participants in this service and shared in the glory and 
the praise so justly bestowed. 

From the early days of the academy to near the end 
of the nineteenth century the Regular Army fought a 
pioneer war with the Indians in the Northwest, in 
Florida, and in the great western part of the country 
from the Canadian line to the borders of Mexico. This 
service carried forward the' borders of civilization and 
made possible the wonderful growth of our country. But 
generally it involved a life of isolation and dreary 
monotony, broken by periods of the most trying service 
and intense hardship. In this service are recorded some 
of the most astonishing military performances on record, 
involving endurance, determination, courage and’ high 
sense of duty. For forty years prior to the Civil War 
the great majority of the officers of the Regular Army 
were graduates and a very large proportion of them since 
that date, so that the graduates fully share the honors 
of this arduous, valuable, heroic, distinguished and almost 
forgotten service. 

Even in a brief summary it would be inexcusable not 
to include some reference to the many important and 
distinguished services rendered by graduates in other 
than purely military lines. Under this heading Gen- 
eral Tillman places services of graduates as explorers, 
surveyors, builders, etc., and gives a brief list of some 
of the achievements of graduates in these fields. Among 
the many enterprises it is noted that in the construc- 
tion of the first railroad in America, the B. and O., eight 
graduates of the academy were employed. The first rail- 
road in Cuba and also the first in Mexico were built by 
graduates. Similarly in municipal engineering, espe- 
rially in providing cities with water, in constructing pub- 
lic buildings, parks and docks, the services of graduates 
have been widely made use of, to the benefit of the 
country and distinction of the officers. In strictly civil 
pursuits twenty per cent. of the graduates who left the 
Army for civil life have attained distinction. Among 
this number may be cited two Presidents, three Presi- 


‘dential and two Vice Presidential candidates, four mem- 


bers of the Cabinet of U.S., one ambassador, fourteen 
ministers plenipotentiary, twelve consuls general and 
consuls, twenty-four members of Congress, seventeen gov- 
ernors of states or territories, forty-six presidents of 
colleges and universities, fourteen regents and chancel- 
lors and eighty-seven presidents of railroads and corpora- 
tions. Two graduates achieved great distinction as prac- 
tical astronomers, each having charge of the largest tele- 
scope of his time, two others became noted geologists, 
three distinguished physicians and a half dozen distin- 
guished clergymen, one a bishop in the Episcopal Church. 

While the West Point curriculum was never intended 
to develop literary production, it can be confidently 
claimed that the writings of graduates, from the auto- 
biographies of Grant and Sherman to the reports of 
graduates on the late war, all possess the characteristics 
of good English in their brevity, directness and lucidity. 
During the first century of the academy’s life 4,120 men 
had graduated and an incomplete bibliography of their 
writings shows 16,000 titles. Three graduates between 
1865 and 1870, in unoccupied moments, have with con- 
siderable success entered the field of fiction. Some of 
these productions have reached the highest standard of 


good literature. " 
In the World War. 


“Finally,” General Tillman says, “the World War 
came and our country has had an experience, the like of 
which has never before been known in. its history. The 
Regular Army and tbe academy graduates in particular 
are said to have had their way to the fullest extent in 
this great crisis. This is not strictly true, but they 
were in the main the directing forces in the great under- 
taking and readjustment by which it was attempted to 
convert four millions of civilians into soldiers, and thig 
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without preliminary preparation for the great under- 
taking. For the lack of such preparation as could have 
been made before the war, neither the graduates nor the 
Army are responsible. Neither are they responsible for 
the fact that the Regular officers were not numerous 
enough to do thoroughly what they often saw was de- 
sirable and necessary, under conditions for which they 
were not responsible, 

“But notwithstanding all the defects of haste, lack of 
carly preparation, lack of personnel and in some cases 
lack of competency, the great undertaking, the greatest 
of its kind in the world's history, was accomplished with 
creditable success; this cannot be denied and was fully 
demonstrated by our part in bringing the great war to 
a victorious conclusion. It: is impossible to conceive 
what would have happened had there been no graduates 
of the academy, no Regular Army officers in the spring 
of 1917. If these officers are to be blamed and criticized 
for the friction, the loose wheels and the broken cogs in 
the war machine, they should also have the credit for 
the marvels accomplished in spite of the defects; which 
accomplishments many think are equal to, or greater 
than any in our previous history. Viewing the great 
war in the light of all the conditions, we may justly 
claim that our graduates have been true to the spirit of 
West Point and its motto, Duty, Honor, Country, and 
we may properly add thereto, sacrifice, for at present 
the indications are that a greater proportion of the 
graduates of the academy have made the supreme sacri- 
fice than any other class of officers engaged in the great 
war.” 

The report goes on to review changes in personnel at 
West Point. The present barracks will accommodate 
900 cadets and General Tillman believes that if the mili- 
tary policy adopted for the future requires that a greater 
number be kept under instruction, other schools should 
be established: If the requirements for admission are 
retained as at present and the course of instruction lim- 
ited to three years, General Tillman recommends that 
during the academic terms, from, Sept. 1 to May 31, no 
drills be had other than those necessary for purely cere- 
monial purposes. That all other purely military drills 
and instruction be confined to the three periods of camp 
life, each embracing three months. This recommenda- 
tion is based upon the belief that some of the obstacles 
which -exist to the best training, development and gen- 
eral education of cadets can thereby be removed. 

Speaking of “hazing,” General Tillman says: “There 
are many questions of discipline, custom, and tradition, 
which the heads of departments, who are permanently 
here and who are familiar with the past, are far more 
competent to decide than are the Superintendent and 
Commandant, whose tours of duty are short and who are 
not familiar with the continuous past and its develop- 
ments. If the full influence residing in the heads of 
other departments were brought to the assistance of the 
Superintendent and Commandant in every way that it 
could be made available, there would soon be created a 
feeling throughout the institution which would eliminate 
‘hazing’ or any other really discreditable or harmful 
practice.” 

The reports of the heads of the various departments 
form an interesting feature of the report and were made 
by the following: Col. Jens Bugge, .Commandant of 
Cadets; Col. G. J. Fiebeger, Department of Civil and 
Military Engineering; Lieut. Col. C. C. Carter, Natural 
and Experimental Philosophy; Col. Charles P. Echols, 
Mathematics; Col. Wirt Robinson, Chemistry, Min- 
eralogy and Geology; Lieut. Col. R. L. Avery, Drawing; 
Col. C. de W. Willeox, Modern Languages; Col. F. lL. 
Dodds, Law; Col. R. F. Fowler, Practical Military En- 
gineering, Military Signaling and Telegraphy; Major 
Charles Hines, Ordnance and Gunnery; Lieut. Col. W. 
H. Haskin, Military Hygiene; Lieut. Col. Lucius H. 
Holt, English and History: Lieut. Col. H. H. Haskin, 
Health and Sanitation; Lieut. John D. Moore, Post 
Veterinarian; Lieut. Col. W. A. Ganoe, The Adjutant; 
Major H. E. Washburn, treasurer; J. E. Runcie, libra- 
rian; Clayton E. Wheat, chaplain; Col. E. J. Timber- 
lake, quartermaster; Major V. W. Wales, post school.

TRIBUTE TO AN EFFICIENT N.C.O. 


In special orders No. 7, dated at Fort Caswell, N.C., 
Jan. 12, 1920, Col. Frank S. Long, commanding the 
coast defenses of Cape Fear, commends the services of 
a faithéul N.C.O., Sergt. Thomas L. Gray, 2d Company, 
C.A.C., relieved from duty Jan. 11 to go upon the re- 
tired list. Colonel Long in his order says: 

“It is with regret that the commanding officer an- 
nounces to the members of this command the separation 
from active service of this soldier. Sergeant Gray has 
had actual service of practically twenty-eight years and 
more than two years double time for foreign service, 
The service of this soldier is unique from the fact that 
twenty-six years were spent in one organization. En- 
listing in the Service at Fort McHenry, Md., in 1892, 
Battery 1, 3d Artillery, he remained with that organiza- 
tion twenty-six years. Upon reorganization in 1901 this 
battery became the 31st Company, C.A.C., and later the 
2d Company, C.A.C., Cape Fear. In this one organiza- 
tion Sergeant Gray served in coast defenses from Balti- 
more to Key West, in the coast defenses of San Fran- 
cisco Bay, the Boxer Rebellion in China, and the Philip- 
pine Insurrection in the Philippine Islands. 

“He received training under many captains who after- 
wards became famous in the higher grades of the Army, 
two of whom, Captain Myrick and Capt. Joseph M. 
Califf, became brigadier generals. Sergeant Gray has 
throughout his entire service been an example to younger 
soldiers by his uniform good character and efficiency. 
To be seven times discharged, and each time with ex- 
cellent character, is a record of which any man might 
justly be proud. The best wishes of every member of 
this command go with him as he enters on non-active 
duty, because of his personal qualities, excellent record 
and the splendid influence he has exerted over his com 
rades in arms,” 
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RETURN OF A.E.F. DEAD. 
Senator Thomas Charges Commercial Motive. 


Charges by relatives of men of the A.E.IF. who diced 
in France and are buried there and whose bodies it is 
proposed shall be brought back to the United States that 
undertakers in this country are endeavoring to commer- 
cialize the movement to return them are contained in a 
presentation made in the Senate by Senator Thomas on 
Jan. 13. In the House on the same day Congressman 
Caldwell denounced the undertakers, who, he said, are 
playing on the sympathies of relatives of the dead 
through magazines and other publications and in other 
ways. Congressman Porter, chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, which has been holding hearings on 
the question of returning the bodies, introduced a reso- 
lution directing the President to have the bodies brought 
home. Secretary of War Baker said he had no author- 
ity to interfere with any propaganda in favor of legisla- 
tion to have the bodies returned. “What the War De- 
partment wants,” he said, “is the decision of the next of 
kin of the soldiers buried in France on the question of 
returning the bodies to the United States. No commer- 
cial motive or any other act to disturb the free election 
of those next of kin of deceased soldiers, except that 
which results from sentiment and personal desire, will 
be approved by the War Department.” He added that 
the nearest relatives of American soldiers and sailors 
who died overseas in the late war have been asked by 
The Adjutant General to indicate their wishes regarding 
the return of the bodies and that so far eighty per cent. 
have replied in the affirmative. - 

Bishop Brent’s Proposal. 

Bishop Charles H. Brent, who was senior chaplain 
with the A.E.F., has addressed an open letter to Secre- 
tary Baker urging that the American dead be not 
brought home, but that they be allowed to remain in 
“fields of honor’ in France, where each year services in 
commemoration of the dead be held. A bill providing 
for such action is to be reintroduced in Congress shortly. 
The American Field of Honor Association is opposing 
the movement for a wholesale return of American soldier 
dead. 

American Soldier Dead in United Kingdom and France. 
The National Council of Administration of the Vet- 


erans of Foreign Wars, at a meeting in New York city 
on Jan. 24, expressed opposition to the removal to this 
country of members of the A.E.F. who died in France. 
I’. Warner Karlind, commander-in-chief of the Veterans, 
advocated that.a national cemetery be established in 
France in which the bodies of all American dead of the 
A.E.F. be reinterred in one national cemetery in France. 
The council fixed Sept. 13 as the date and Washington, 
D.C., as the place for the holding of the next general 
encampment. It is estimated that about 50,000 veter- 
ans will parade on that occasion. 

The War Department has received from the Secretary 
of State 'a communication forwarded by the American 
Ambassador, John W. Davis, at London, England, ex- 
plaining that he has been informed by the British For- 
eign Office that in regard to the exhumation of the bodies 
of American soldiers buried in the United Kingdom no 
difficulties will be presented in the carrying out of such 
a plan. The same procedure will be observed as in the 
case of the exhumation of the bodies of United States 
sailors who died there. All possible assistance will be 
given by the British government. 

Mrs. Edith Kermit Roosevelt, widow of the late Pres- 
ident Theodore Roosevelt, has been elected honorary 
president and Mrs. Mabel F. Garreison president of an 
association formed at a meeting held in New York city 
on Jan. 26, the object of which is to oppose the re- 
moval from France of the bodies of A.E.F. dead buried 
in that country. The association contends that to dis- 
inter bodies which were buried, many of them in the 
haste of war and without being embalmed or even cov- 
ered with cloth, would be entirely impracticable. The 
bodies could not be identified with any degree of accu- 
racy, it is also claimed. 
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REPORT, GOVERNOR OF PANAMA CANAL. 

Col. Chester Harding, U.S.A., Governor of the Pan- 
ama Canal, has submitted his annual report for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, dated Sept. 15, 1919, to 
the Secretary of War. The total number of ships mak- 
ing the transit of the canal during the fiscal years, in 
seagoing traffic, was 2,025, of which 860 were in transit 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 1,165 from the Pa- 
cific to the Atlantic. The aggregate gross tonnage of 
the 2,025 ships was 7,876,703; aggregate net tonnage, 
6,131,575 tons. The cargo carried through the canal 
amounted to 6,877,649 tons. The total number of U.S. 
Navy vessels making the transit of the canal was 186; 
102 from Atlantie to Pacific and 84 from Pacific to At- 
lantic. ‘The total of other ships which passed without 
cargo but not in ballast (vessels of other navies, ships 
with passengers only, ete.) was 88. ‘The traffic for the 
fiscal year showed a decrease in ships, tonnage and cargo 
amounting, respectively, to 4.93, 7.92 and 9.05 per cent. 
from traffic of the preceding year. ‘Traffic in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1917, showed a greater quantity of 
cargo handled than in the fiscal year 1919, but with 
this exception the traffic during the past year exceeded 
all previous years but 1918. By nationalities, ships 
made the transit during the year as follows: United 
States, 786; British, 602; Norwegian, 128; French, 
104; Chilean, 93; Japanese, 87; Danish, 79; Peruvian, 
65; Swedish, 29; Dutch, 19; Costa Rican, 12; Spanish, 
5; Chinese, 4; Greek, 3; Russian, 3; Canadian, 2; Bel- 
gian, Colombian, Ecuadorian and Mexican, 1 each. The 
tolls collected (from July 1, 1918, to June 30, 1919) 
amounted to $6,149,598. The marine superintendent of 
the canal is Capt. L. R. Sargent, U.S.N.; captain of 
the port of Cristobal, Lieut. Comdr. John G. Fels, U.S. 
N.R.F., and captain of the port of Balboa, Licut. Comdr. 
Charles Svensson, U.S.N.R.F. 

For thé purpose of bringing to the attention of ship- 
ping interests the facilities of the canal and the advan- 
tages of the Panama Canal route, correspondence has 
been initiated with shipping agencies in the United 
States, England, France, Australia, New Zealand and 
Japan. At a time when the nations are making prepa- 
rations for the resumption and extension of the world’s 
commerce it has been deemed expedient to disseminate 
accurate information in order thet the preparedness of 





- the canal to serve the interests of commerce may be gen- 


erally known and understood. The canal is now in con- 
dition to operate at its full capacity, and it will be pre- 
pared to meet the demands of increasing traffic as they 
arise. At no time during the year was there difficulty 
in maintaining full width and depth of the channel in 
the Culebra slide region. Observations periodically 
made of the fixed points established in 1916 on Gold, 
Zion, Contractors and Purple hills indicated no move- 
ment of the banks in their vicinity. 

Of the total work done by the mechanical division, 
which was under the supervision of Comdr. R. D. Gate- 
wood, U.S.N., as superintendent, until Feb. 21, 1919, 
on which date Comdr. E. G. Kintner, U.S.N., succeeded 
to the position, 30.77 per cent. was for the canal, 10.08 
per cent. for the U.S. Navy, 1.81 per cent. for the U.S. 
Army, 2.37 per cent. for other governmental depart- 
ments, 18.92 per cent. for the Panama Railroad and 
36.05 per cent. for private individuals and companies. 
The accounting department disbursed during the year a 
total of $32,488,481, of which $13,383,128 was on ac- 
count of the Panama Railroad. Mail censorship was 
not discontinued until June 24, 1919, and travel re- 
strictions were not entirely relaxed at the close of the 
fiseal year. The general conditions of labor unrest that 
have developed in many countries since the suspension 
of hostilities have not thus far assumed a serious phase 
in the Canal Zcene. ‘The general health conditions of 
the Zone and the terminal cities of Panama and Colon 
have continued good. Acknowledgment is made of the 
assistance given in the inspection of materials purchased 
by district officers of the Corps of Engineers, the Medi- 
cal and Ordnance departments, Signal Corps and the 
Quartermaster Corps of the U.S. Army. 
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“WRECK” OF FORAGE DELIVERY. 

Addressed to a zone supply officer of the Army in the 
familiar form stating “Subject: Wreck,” a superintend- 
ent of a National Cemetery recently wrote a letter giv- 
ing the following details as to how he overcame what, 
apparently to him, were some slight difficulties in mak- 
ing a delivery of forage: “Word was received that a part 
of our forage had arrived at the freight depot. We 
hitched up our new big horse to the wagon for the first 
time. Ben, my man, is afraid of the horse, because he 
is so big and full of life. Ben would not get in to drive 
for the first time. It therefore devolved on me to do 
the driving, while Ben was at his head. When we 
started and the horse saw what was coming behind him 
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he made a jump which loosened Ben, and I could no 
more hold him than I could the wind. The result is two 
broken shafts, all the spokes out of one wheel and one 
out of another. Am somewhat out of repair myself, but 
will not need to go to a shop for repairs. There is a 
shop at ——, a mile from here, where I think the 
necessary repairs can be done. Will get a double wagon 
and big mule from one of our neighbors, hitch the mule 
and horse together, then bring the forage.” 
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APPARENT DeEFicit OF $75,000 in Navy Account. 

Secretary Daniels on Jan. 21 authorized the statement 
that a board of inquiry, which had examined the ac- 
counts of Lieut. Carroll F. Bennett, U.S.N., disbursing 
officer in the Supply Corps in charge of accounts of offi- 
cers on duty in Washington, D.C., had submitted a re- 
port showing an apparent deficit of $75,000. The state- 
ment of the Secretary reads: “As the records show that, 
in accordance with the requirements of Navy Regula- 
tions, Lieutenant Bennett’s cash was verified by a com- 
missioned officer of the general inspector’s force on the 
first day of October, it is evident that, if the Treasury 
Department eventually finds the deficit to be actual, the 
same must have occurred between Oct. 1, 1919, and Dec. 
22, 1919, on which day Lieutenant Bennett went on ten 
days’ leave. ‘The occasion of the appointment of a board 
to inventory this officer’s funds was that he did not re- 
turn at the expiration of his leave and has, since Dec. 28, 
1919, not been heard from. When some days had 
elapsed after the e&piration of his leave and he neither 
returned nor communicated with the Navy Department 
in any way, the office of Naval Intelligence was re- 
quested to try to find him. Up to this time they have 
not succeeded in doing so. Meanwhile another officer has 
been directed to take over the accounts of officers on 
duty in Washington and payments are accordingly being 
made without any interruption. Prior to his disappear- 
ance, Lieutenant Bennett had been in bad health and 
was under constant treatment by the naval medical offi- 
cers for a number of months, in consequence of which 
fact it was thought, for a few days after he failed to 
return on time, that Le had most probably been taken 
ill somewhere and was therefore unable to communi- 
cate with Washington. Lieutenant Bennett has been in 
the Service continuously since 1904, having risen through 
the successive grades from yeoman, second class, to lieu- 
tenant (temporary), which rank he held at the time of 
his disappearance. His reputation for efficiency and in- 
tegrity was of the highest.” Lieutenant Bennett’s last 
home address on file in the department was 109 Middle 
street, Portsmouth, Va. 
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GENERAL PERSHING’S TRIP. 

General Pershing arrived at Seattle on Jan. 20, having 
inspected Camp Lewis, Wash., the previous day. A press 
dispatch says that when he was questioned by news- 
paper correspondents about the movement to nominate 
him for the Presidency, he replied: “1 do not want to 
talk politics while on this tour,” adding, “Everybody 
should know where I stand. I am not a candidate for 
the Presidency.” Four thousand former Service men 
attended a “smoker” at which General Pershing was the 
principal guest. The visit of General Pershing and staff 
to Camp Funston, Kas., on Jan. 11 was marked with 
military ceremony and social courtesies, says The Fun- 
stonian. After reviewing the 7th Division he made an 
address to the troops in which, after referring to the 
high efficiency and morale of the organization in France, 
where he last saw it, he said: “For record in combat 
and general efficiency in soldiery the American Army 
was second to none in Europe. It established a most 
high record in manliness and morality, which is in full 
accord and keeping with the spirit and traditions of the 
American people whom you represented. It was a 
source of great pride to me and to the people at home 
that their young men carried with them to the battle- 
fields of Europe such high morality, learned at their 
mothers’ knees. 1 hope that the standards established 
abroad will be maintained at home.+ Measuring itself 
according to European standards, there is no Army in 
Europe that equals it. Our soldiers proved their superi- 
ority and excellency on the battlefields of Europe, espe- 
cially in aggressiveness, efficiency, independence and abil- 
ity to assume responsibilities, due to their schooling and 
training, and reflects great credit upon America and her 
people. I have not seen since I left Washington a finer 
command than this, and I have not said this to any 
other command. America will never become a militar- 
istic nation. We have returned to civilian life 4,800,000 
men to assume and accept the responsibilities of the 
hour—4,800,000 men stronger and better fitted to re- 
sume their vocations and professions whatever they hap- 
pen to _be—medicine, law, clergy, the trades or agricul- 
ture. Preparedness is very important. Our Allies held 
back the Germans this time for a year, while we were 
making ready. We may not have the allies next time.” 
In reply to the applause that followed the preceding 
statement General Pershing said: “I am glad to hear 
you applaud.” Continuing, he said: “A state of pre-

Gen, JADWIN ReEPoRTS ON POLISH SITUATION. 

Brig. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, U.S.A., who was a member 
of the mission of the United States to Poland, has pre- 
pared, together with. Homer H. Johnson, the second 
member of the mission, a report concerning the work of 
the mission. It is separate from a report made by 
Henry Morgenthau, head of the mission, with whose 
conclusions General Jadwin and Mr. Johnson were un- 
able to entirely agree. The report was completed at 
aris on Oct. 31 and submitted to the American Com- 
mission to Negotiate Peace, but was not submitted to 
the President by Secretary Lansing until Jan. 14. Re- 
ferring to the alleged persecutions to which Jews in Po- 
land were subjected by Polish troops General Jadwin 
says, in part: “To the basic factors of the present situ- 
ation must be added tke cross-currents of factional aspi- 
rations and international intrigue caused by the World 
War. During the German occupation of Poland tae 
jermanie character of the Yiddish vernacular and the 
readiness of certain Jewish elements to enter into rela- 
tions with the winning side induced the enemy to em- 
ploy Jews as agents for various purposes and to grant 
the Jewish population not only exceptional protection 
but also promise of autonomy. It is alleged the Jews 
were active in speculation in foodstuffs, which was en- 
couraged by the armies of ‘occupation and with a view 
to facilitating export to Germany and Austria. Not- 
withstanding the patriotic attitude assumed by many 
prominent Jews the number of Hebrews employed by 
the German forces and occasional cases of denunciation 
by Jews added fuel to the flame of prejudice. A sensi- 
tive Polish nationalism has been resentful of any self- 

assertion from a minority whose very language recalls 
the heavy hand of the oppressor. It is not merely for 
his alleged German sympathies that the Jew is regarded 
with antipathy, but also for his supposed relations with 
the: Bolsheviki. It is often asserted that the chiefs of 
the Bolshevist movement in Russia are Jews of Poland 
or of Lithuania and there is no doubt they played a 
prominent part in the Bolshevik government of such 
cities as Wilna, Lida and Minsk before the capture of 
those cities by the Polish armies. The Jewish situation 
is rendered more difficult by the efforts of certain mali- 
cious German influences to further their eastern projects 
by discrediting Poland financially and otherwise.” Gen- 
eral Jadwin and Mr. Johnson set forth at length what 
a d conceive to be the duties of the outside world to 
Poland. 
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Tue R.O.T.C. at PurpUE UNIVERSITY. 

The Military Department at Purdue University at 
Lafayette, Ind., invited the faculty, their families and 
friends to the Armory Building on the afternoon of Jan. 
8 to witness an exhibit of equipment. This was done as 
a means of clearly and definitely bringing to the notice 


of the faculty the size of the department, the facilities 
provided it for carrying out its work, and the impor- 
tance of the task it seeks to accomplish. A crowd of 
visitors showed themselves to be much interested in the 
equipment displayed. It included eight standard Ameri- 
can 3-inch field guns, a French, a British and an Amer- 
ican .75, a French .155 howitzer, a .155 G.P.F. and a 
4.7-inch howitzer. A drill to illustrate the service of 
the piece in action and an exhibition of the tractor in 
draft attracted much attention. In the classrooms were 
shown a skeletonized telephone net, a wireless outfit, 
Browning machine guns, automatic rifles assembled and 
disassembled, and an ammunition display. An exhibit of 
fire control and topographical instruments and a demon- 
stration of the principle of “map firing” aroused great 
interest. The R.O.T.C. unit at Purdue is organized as 
motorized Field Artillery. It is not only the largest 
Field Artillery unit among the colleges, but it is one of 
the only two which are entirely motorized. It is housed 
in a splendid armory building, one of the largest and 
best fitted out in the country, built in 1917 at a cost of 
200, The Cadet Corps at present numbers ap- 
proximately 1,300 and has shown the greatest interest 
and enthusiasm in the courses offered. The Military 
Department has just succeeded in obtaining academic 
recognition of its work for the advanced courses, so that 
these courses will give credit toward a degree, a great 
step forward which should result in an increase in the 
number who take the work in the junior and senior 
years and become thereby qualified for commission as 
Reserve officers of Field Artillery. Lieut. Col. R.

Morrow, F.A.; Majors F. W. Bryant, F.A., and E. G.

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Visitors To A.E.F. GRAVES IN FRANCE. 

Two hundred Americans who were visiting the graves 
of relatives or friends who were members of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force, and who died and were buried 
in France, visited the office of the Red Cross bureau in 
Paris during December, according to a press dispatch. 
The society is offering its services in collaboration with 
the Graves Registration Service. Visitors to graves in 
remote cemeteries are taken there in omnibuses operated 
by the bureau. At the American cemetery at Romagne, 
where a large number of dead are buried, sleeping ac- 
commodations for ten women and ten men have been 
provided. 
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No Crvu INVESTIGATION OF ARMY PRISON. 

Judge John C. Pollock, of the U.S. District Court at 
Kansas City, Kas., on Jan. 17 ordered an investigation 
of the administration of the U.S. Disciplinary Barracks 
at Leavenworth, Kas., following the trial of men who 
are prisoners at the barracks, charged with having coun- 
terfeited Sub-Treasury notes while in prison. Two were 
convicted. Major Gen. James H. McRae, U.S.A., com- 
manding at Fort Leavenworth, declared he would not 
permit such an investigation except by order of the Sec- 
retary of War, according to a press message. The 
General said that while a Federal judge might order an 
investigation of a prison not under the jurisdiction of 
the Army, where complaint has been made of abuses, 
none can be made on such an order of the administrative 
affairs of the Army. He asserted that good order and 
discipline prevail at the barracks. Witnesses from the 
barracks, who are prisoners, had testified before Judge 
Pollock against fellow prisoners. They told of a form of 
self-government which existed while Col. Sedgwick Rice, 
U.S.A., since transferred, was in command, and of al- 
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leged disorder which followed this experiment in prison 
administration. A committee representing the prisoners 
were said to-have resorted to violent methods in the 
handling of other prisoners, one of whom it was stated 
was murdered in his cell. Other complaints were made 
of their conduct. Their attitude toward the prison au- 
thorities became worse after the release of 113 consci- 
entious objectors in 1918, hundreds of prisoners demand- 
ing that they, too, be released, and “strikes” following 
the refusal to comply with their demands. Judge Pol- 
lock refused to send the prisoners who testified before 
him back to the disciplinary barracks, fearing that other 
prisoners would harm them for having testified against 
their fellows. 
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Cost or ARMY SERVICE IN FAR Hast. 

One of the disadvantages to which Army personnel 
stationed in the Far East is subjected as a result of 
the high cost of living, much greater than it is in the 
United States, is proved by a statistical statement issued 
by the General Staff, War Department, in which it is 
shown that the Army faces not only an adverse rate of 
exchange which has reduced the U.S. gold dollar to 
forty per cent. of its pre-war exchange value, but is also 
confronted with the universal problem of the increased 
cost of living. Figures submitted by the U.S. military 
attaché in China indicate a greater change in the cost 
of living there than in the United States. Kigures are 
given showing the relative prices in U.S. money of a 
group of sixty-five staple groceries in Peking, Washing- 
ton retail stores and U.S. Army commissary in the 
United States. Prices in China were furnished by the 
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post quartermaster, U.S.M.C., Peking, and are averaged 
from quotations of all supply houses in Peking. Arti- 
cles of first, or approximately first, quality are quoted. 
Fancy grades are not considered. They are as follows: 
U.S. Army commissary, $14.74 (100 per cent.) ; Wash- 
ington, $21.09 (143 per cent.) ; Peking, $37.43 (254 per 
cent.). Based on the U.S. dollar and the Japanese yen, 
both gold standard, from 1914 to August, 1919, the cost 
of living in Japan increased 170 per cent. as compared 
with seventy-five per cent. in the United States. The 
per cent. increase in Japan is based on the result of an 
investigation by Japanese banks, taking the average 
price for fifty-six articles of merchandise in the Tokio 
market. The per cent. increase in the U.S. is based on 
a research made by the National Industrial Conference 
Board. 
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DOMINICAN SERVICE OF OUR MARINES. 

Col. George C. Thorpe, U.S.M.C., is the author of an 
article on “Dominican Service” in the December issue 
of the Marine Corps Gazette in which the excellent work 
of the U.S.M.C. in the Dominican republic is graphically 
set forth. The Guardia Nacional Dominicana is ex- 
pected to function under the War Department as well 
as under the Department of Justice, he says, “‘for it 
not only combines the functions of Army and police, but 
has some of those of the sheriff.” Working in conjunc- 
tion with the marines, many of its company officers were 
former non-commissioned officers of marines. Faithfully 
and efficiently they perform their duties. He continues: 
“It would seem that it would be a fine thing if troops in 
the tropics, and especially in the Dominican Republic 
and in Haiti, were told exactly what their mission is. 
Iu the first place, it would help if our Government could 
announce its policy in reference to those countries—if it 
could definitely say what its program was intended to 





be so that its representatives out among the people of. 


those countries could tell them exactly what our Goy- 
ernment conceives its mission to be there.” He adds: 
“The Marine Corps has it within its power to contribute 
in the most decided and important way towards making 
the Dominican Republic the finest place in the West 
Indies, both for the native and the American settler or 
tourist. It will meet that mission very largely by send- 
ing the right kind of officers, properly instructed, for de- 
tail to the Guardia Nacional Dominicana.” 
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FRENCH TESTIMONIALS FOR KIN OF A.E.F. Dean, 

The program proposed by the War Camp Community 
Service for use by local posts of the American Legion 
on Washington’s Birthday, when the Legion is to dis- 
tribute, with appropriate exercises, honorary testimo- 
nials presented by the French government to the near- 
est of kin of American soldiers who gave their lives in 
the World War, has been accepted by the legion. The 
formal presentation of the testimonials during the exer- 
cises is not recommended because of the ordeal which it 
might entail upon some of the relatives, hence they 
will be given out at the conclusion of the formal exer- 
cises. These are to begin with a French musical num- 
ber, followed by remarks by the post commander, reading 
passages from the Scriptures by a Jewish rabbi, prayer 
by a Protestant minister, an American musical composi- 
tion, reading of Edwin Markham’s poem, “France in 
Battle Flame,” ‘an address by some representative offi- 
cial or citizen, song, “The Americans Come,” and in 
conclusion a pageant scene in which “Columbia,” repre- 
sented by some young woman, welcomes “La France,” 
represented by another; “La France” gives the testi- 
monials to “Columbia”; reading of the honor roll, and 
the singing of “La Marseillaise” and “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.” The benediction is to be pronounced by 
a Catholic priest. 
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A Masonic AMERICAN LEGION Post. 

Praternity Post of the American Legion has been or- 
ganized in Brooklyn, N.Y., according to an announce- 
ment by state headquarters of the legion. The post is 
an unusual one in that its membership is confined en- 
tirely to members of the Masonic fraternity. Lieut. Gen. 
Robert IL. Bullard and Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S 
A., are honorary members. ‘The post was organized by 
Bradford Butler, who was a judge advocate of the 42d 
Division, A.E.F., and who is a member of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite, 33d degree. The chief qual- 





ification for membership is that the candidate shall be a 


Master Mason in good standing and that he shall have 
been in active war service prior to November, 1918, as 
well as being “100 per cent. patriotic, without reserva- 
tion, hyphen or ism.”
